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Senators To Weigh Fiscal Proposals

The Legislature Wednesday decided to give 


full-scale consideration to Gov. J. James 
Eicon's proposals to cut the current state 
budget and change the rules for establishing 
1976 tax rates. 


Lawmakers solidly rejected a motion to 


abruptly conclude the special session sum- 
moned by the governor without acting on any 
proposed legislation. 


Then, they decided in effect to limit any 


legislation to the proposals authored by Exon, 
scheduled committee hearings on the gover- 
nor's bills for next week and voted to gather 
again in full session on Nov. 3 to begin to con- 
sider committee recommendations. 


That would clear the way for final action 


prior to the Nov. 15 deadline for the Board of 
Equalization to establish 1976 state tax rates. 


Tax Hike Warning 


If the Legislature does not act to reduce 


spending and rearrange priorities, Exon told 
senators, it will mandate increased state tax 
rates for the coming year. 


No action at all could result in a 20% hike in 


the state sales tax rate, and a 33% boost in the 
personal income tax rate, he said. 


In addition, the state would fall $11 million 


short of meeting its obligations for next 
January, he declared. 


"We must insist that the plight of New York 


City and the federal government will not be 
ours," Exon told the senators. 


For the first time, the governor fully 


detailed his proposals for fighting what he 
called "the twin demons of substantial tax in- 
creases on one hand and the inability to meet 
state obligations on the other." 


More Cuts Asked 


In addition to the $6.9 million in state agen- 


cy budget cuts which he has proposed through 
a 3% reduction in 1975-76 state appropriations, 
Exon urged the Unicameral to slice $2.5 
million hi unanticipated expenditures from 
the Department of Education and $1 million 


from the governor's emergency disaster fund. 


That would bring total recommended ^ 


budget cuts to $10.4 million. 


The $2.5 million cut would reduce the ap- 


propriation for s'tate aid to schools to the $55 
million figure approved by the 1975 
Legislature, he said. 


$4M,MI Left Over 


The $1 million cut would leave the emergen- 


cy fund with $400,000 to meet natural disaster 
needs in fiscal 1975-76. 


The major cuts in the $6.9 million figure in- 


clude $2.3 million at the University of 
Nebraska, $1.3 million for the Department of 
Public Welfare and $854,000 for the Depart- 
ment of Public Institutions. 


No reductions in capital construction ap- 


propriations were recommended, but Exon 
said the approaching regular session next 
January would be a good time to "get a handle 
on ever-increasing demands for more new ' 
buildings." 


Other Exon proposals would free the Board 


of Equalization from providing a 5% reserve 
in tax collections for 1976 or considering 
future state obligations in establishing next 
year's state tax rates. 


Another bill would grant authority to waive 


certain specific date requirements for the dis- 
bursement of state funds to governmental sub- 
divisions. 


It would provide for priorities of expen- 


ditures when funds become short and allow 
the state treasurer, with the advice of the 
Department of Revenue and the Department 
of Administrative Services, to exercise 
flexibility in issuing state warrants under such 
conditions. 


Priorities Outlined 


That measure would establish the following 


priority of state expenditures: state employe 
salaries and services, other state expenditures, 
intergovernmental transfers and state aid. 


The bills will be submitted to public 


hearings Oct. 29-31 by the Appropriations 
Committee and the Revenue Committee.

The Legislature will resume its full session 


at 10 a.m., Nov. 3. 


Three other bills were presented to the 


Legislature by individual senators, but will ap- 
parently be ignored. 


Sen. Wally Barnett of Lincoln won 31-6 ap- 


proval to limit special session discussion to the 
governor's proposals. 


Sen. Frank Lewis of Bellevue submitted 


bills to boost the personal income tax rate 
from 12% to 13% effective next Jan. 1, and to 
require the Legislature to establish future 
sales and income tax rates. 


Sen. Loran Schrait of Bellwood produced an 


appropriation bill to purchase the defunct 
John F. Kennedy College at Wahoo for opera- 
tion as a veteran's home. 


It was Lewis who offered a motion to 


adjourn the session immediately after the 
governor presented his program, but that was 
turned aside on a 7-36 count. 


In addition to next week's hearings on the 


governor's bills, Sen. John Savage of Omaha 
announced that the Committee on Com- 
mittees will hold confirmation hearings on 14 
gubernatorial appointments made since the 
conclusion of the regular legislative session 
last May. 


City Charter Revision 
Would Set Term Limit

Both the mayor and City Council 


members will be limited to two con- 
secutive terms of office, or eight years hi 
a row, if a new City Charter amendment 
passes all the legal hurdles. 


Despite many negative comments, the 


amendment gained first-round approval 
of the Charter Revision Committee 
during its Wednesday afternoon meeting, 
and will be scheduled for a public hearing 
early next year. 


The amendment, if it passes another 


committee vote, a City Council vote plus 
two public hearings and a public vote in a 
general election, would mean that any 
City Council member or mayor who 
wished to serve more than two terms 
would have to sit out at least one four- 
year term before running for a third term 
of office. 


"After officials have been there so 


long, some of them become lax," said 
committee member Jill Hunt. 


'Lackadaisical Attitude* 


Others contended that limiting terms 


allows new people into government and 
counters a "lackadaisical attitude" of the 
voting public. 


But a limit in office "suggests that the 


electorate has no idea what they 
want... and that once an official gains 
experience he has to leave," countered 
Norm Krivosha. 


Term limitations are normally put into', 


effect so that an official can't become en- 
trenched and resort to graft or create a 
political dynasty, said Krivosha, adding 
that "the city of Lincoln does not have 
these problems." 


Many Don't Return 


And Ervin E. Peterson pointed out that 


because of the time-consuming duties, 
many council members do not seek even 
a second term. 


"Any council member who goes for two 


terms is either dedicated or a damn fool," 
he jokingly said. 


"Or both," added Robert Blair. 
But the committee decided to give the 


public an opportunity to comment during 
the public hearing. 


An amendment which would eliminate 


the Lincoln Electric System (LES) in- 
lieu-of-tax payments, and thus allow the 
City Council to decide bow much LES 


should pay and to whom, will also go to a 
public hearing. 


Last year LES paid about $700,000 in 


lieu of property taxes, an amount based 
on its gross revenue rather than its 
property ^valuation. 


Most To Schools 


Of this, $280,000 went to the city, about 


$564,000 to the Lincoln Public School 
District and about $128,000 to Lancaster 
County. 


The school district has already in- 


dicated that if it loses the LES payment, 
property taxes will have to be raised by 
one-mill. The county's share of LES pay- 
ment is equal to about one-fourth of a 
mill. 


City Finance Director Jim Mallon con- 


tended that the LES payments should all 
go to the city, since LES is a part of city 
government. 


The charter amendment motion on 


LES was made by Krivosha and sup- 
ported by him, both hi vote and hi the dis- 
cussion. After the vote, Krivosha said that 
maybe he'd better make his "conflict of 
interest" public. 


An attorney, Krivosha, is retained as 


private counsel by LES. 


'Better Off Soon' 


Krivosha indicated that if the 5% in- 


lieu-of-tax payments were eliminated en- 
tirely, electric rates could go down 5%. 
He also said that "Pretty soon LES will 
be better off paying property tax than 
paying in-lieu-of-tax payments." 


Other amendments which will go to a 


public hearing include: 


—Taking out any reference to subdiv^ 


sion lot sizes from the Charter ancr 
allowing the council to create lot size 
requirements through ordinance. 


—Allowing the city to create paving dis- 


tricts for unpaved streets, without the 
signatures of more than 50% of the abut- 
ting property owners. 


Another possible amendment, 


suggested by Mayor Helen Boosalis, 
which would move city election date 
from May back to March, will be dis- 
cussed at the committee's Nov. 18 
meeting. 


The earlier date would give a new 


mayor more time to work on city 
budgets, said City Attorney Charles Hum- 
ble.

tage," he said. 


At Misle Chevrolet, Joe Hooper said his 


salesmen have sold about 25 of the mini 
Chevettes since the Oct. 2 show date. 
Although there still are several Chevettes 
in stock, the waiting period for new 
orders could be as long as eight or nine 
weeks, he said. 


Medium and large-sized cars'have been 


selling even faster than small cars, 
Hooper said. Though September was a 
"fairly good" month, he said October has 
been "50% better." 


Best Since 194S 


Dick Randolph of Randolph 


Oldsnobik insists sales since the 1976 
models arrived in early September have

cars."

Hondas Like Hotcakes 


On the other hand, Randolph says he 


just tan't get enough of the subcompact 
Hondas to satisfy customers. "We got 12 
in yesterday and they're all gone today," 
he said. 


A spokesman for Gotfredson Chrysler- 


Plymouth said he would be better able to 
judge new car sales in a couple of weeks. 


"We just had our new car showing last 


week," he said. Sales have been "pretty 
decent, though they could be better." 


Overall, he said, Gotfredson's business 


has about doubled since last October, 
partly because the firm has moved to 84th 
and 0 from the College View area. 


The medium-sized Cordoba has been 


the best seller all year, he said, adding 
that the new, compact Volare will soon 
be making its debut. "We're looking 
forward to that." 


VW Sales Slow 


Surprisingly, McDonald's Volkswagen 


sales haven't been as brisk as all the 
"bugs" on the streets would indicate. 


After calling last year's business 


"lousy," Tom McDonald said, "We're 
running just about the same. That's not 
saying much, is it?" 


It's not that people aren't stopping in, 


he quickly added. "It's just that the supp- 
ly of 1975 Volkswagens has been real bad. 
I've lost a lot of orders in the last six 
months simply because people didn't 
want to wait three months to get a new 
car." 


On the brighter side, McDonald says

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


voting a temporary price break 
for consumers, the Senate 
passed a bill Wednesday night 
that gradually would remove all 
federal controls from the price 
of natural gas. 


The vote on final passage was 


58 to 32, with Republican and 
oil-state senators forming the 
majority 


Passage of the far-reaching 


bill came after senators twice 
refused to order the break-up of 
the largest oil-gas companies. 


The bill, which culminates a 


21-year campaign by senators 
from energy-producing states, 
eventually would mean sharply 
higher prices for the natural gas 
used to heat American homes 
and to run U S. factones. 


But the Senate acted to delay 


for several years the impact on 
consumer prices that removal of 
price controls would bring. 
Sponsors say this provision will 
save consumers $5 billion by 
1980. 


The bill, which also includes 


special emergency provisions 
aimed at averting a serious shor- 
tage of natural gas this winter, 
now goes to the House, where 
final action this year is con- 
sidered unlikely. 


However, House leaders have 


pledged they will attempt to pass 
the emergency provisions quick- 
ly to avoid the gas cutbacks that 
threaten some factories as early 
as Nov. 1. 


Should only those emergency 


provisions pass the House, the 
Senate probably would be forced 
to back down and eliminate 
from the bill the sections 
removing price controls from 
gas. 


In two separate votes earlier 


Wednesday, the Senate rejected 
liberal amendments that sought 
to break up the giant oil-and gas- 
producing companies that con- 
trol much of the world's energy 
supply. 


By a 50 to 40 vote, the Senate 


defeated an attempt by Sen. 
Philip A. Hart, D-Mich, to 
prohibit such oil producers as 
Exxon and Gulf from engaging 
in refining, transportation and 
marketing. 


Then, on a 53 to 39 roll call, 


the Senate rejected an amend- 
ment by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., thai would 
have blocked the 20 largest oil- 
gas companies from producing 
or distributing other energy 
sources, such as coal or uranium. 
Oil firms control 35% of coal 
reserves and 50% of uranium 
reserves.

Senators Okay 
Gas Price Hike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
v oting a temporary price break 
for consu mers, the Senate 
passed a bill Wed nesd ay night 
that grad u ally wou ld remov e all 
fed eral controls from the price 
of natu ral gas. 
The v ote on final passage was 
58 to 32, with Repu blican and 
oil-state senators forming the 
majority . 
Passage of the far-reaching 
bill came after senators twice 
refu sed to ord er the break-u p of 
the largest oil-gas companies. 
The bill, which cu lminates a 
21-v ear campaign by senators 
from energy -prod u cing states, 
ev entu ally wou ld mean sharply 
higher prices for the natu ral gas 
u sed to heat American homes 
and to ru n U.S. factories. 
Bu t the Senate acted to d elay 
for sev eral y ears the impact on 
consu mer prices that remov al of 
price controls wou ld bring. 
Sponsors say this prov ision will 
sav e consu mers $5 billion by 
1980. 
The bill, which also inclu d es 
special emergency prov isions 
aimed at av erting a seriou s shor­ 
tage of natu ral gas this winter, 
now goes to the Hou se, where 
final action this y ear is con­ 
sid ered u nlikely . 
Howev er, Hou se lead ers hav e 
pled ged they will attempt to pass 
the emergency prov isions q u ick­ 
ly to av oid the gas cu tbacks that 
threaten some factories as early 
as Nov . 1. 


Shou ld only those emergency 
prov isions pass the Hou se, the 
Senate probably wou ld be forced 
to back d own and eliminate 
from the bill the sections 
remov ing price controls from 
gas. 
In two separate v otes earlier 
Wed nesd ay , the Senate rejected 
liberal amend ments that sou ght 
to break u p the giant oil-and gas- 
prod u cing companies that con­ 
trol mu ch of the world 's energy 
su pply . 
By a 50 to 40 v ote, the Senate 
d efeated an attempt by Sen. 
Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., to 
prohibit su ch oil prod u cers as 
Ex x on and Gu lf from engaging 
in refining, transportation and 
marketing. 
Then, on a 53 to 39 roll call, 
the Senate rejected an amend ­ 
ment by Sen. Ed ward M. 
Kenned y , D-Mass., that wou ld 
hav e blocked the 20 largest oil- 
gas companies from prod u cing 
or d istribu ting other energy 
sou rces, su ch as coal or u raniu m. 
Oil firms control 35 % of coal 
reserv es and 5 0% of u raniu m 
reserv es.

The Legislatu re Wed nesd ay d ecid ed to giv e 
fu ll-scale consid eration to Gov . J. James 
Ex on’s proposals to cu t the cu rrent state 
bu d get and change the ru les for establishing 
1976 tax rates. 
Lawmakers solid ly rejected a motion to 
abru ptly conclu d e the special session su m­ 
moned by the gov ernor withou t acting on any 
proposed legislation. 
Then, they d ecid ed in effect to limit any 
legislation to the proposals au thored by Ex on, 
sched u led committee hearings on the gov er­ 
nor’s bills for nex t week and v oted to gather 
again in fu ll session on Nov . 3 to begin to con­ 
sid er committee recommend ations. 
That wou ld clear the way for final action 
prior to the Nov . 15 d ead line for the Board of 
Eq u alization to establish 1976 state tax rates. 
Tax Hike Warning 
If the Legislatu re d oes not act to red u ce 
spend ing and rearrange priorities, Ex on told 
senators, it will mand ate increased state tax 
rates for the coming y ear. 
No action at all cou ld resu lt in a 20% hike in 
the state sales tax rate, and a 33% boost in the 
personal income tax rate, he said . 
In ad d ition, the state wou ld fall $11 million 
short of meeting its obligations for nex t 
Janu ary , he d eclared . 
“We mu st insist that the plight of New York 
City and the fed eral gov ernment will not be 
ou rs,” Ex on told the senators. 
For the first time, the gov ernor fu lly 
d etailed his proposals for fighting what he 
called “the twin d emons of su bstantial tax in­ 
creases on one hand and the inability to meet 
state obligations on the other.” 
Mo re Cuts Asked 
In ad d ition to the $6.9 million in state agen­ 
cy bu d get cu ts which he has proposed throu gh 
a 3% red u ction in 1975-76 state appropriations, 
Ex on u rged the Unicameral to slice $2.5 
million in u nanticipated ex pend itu res from 
the Department of Ed u cation and $1 million 


from the gov ernor s emergency d isaster fu nd . 
That wou ld bring total recommend ed ' 
bu d get cu ts to $10.4 million. 
The $2.5 million cu t wou ld red u ce the ap­ 
propriation for state aid to schools to the $55 
million figu re ap p rov ed by the 1975 
Legislatu re, he said . 
$400,000 Left Ov er 
The $1 million cu t wou ld leav e the emergen­ 
cy fu nd with $400,000 to meet natu ral d isaster 
need s in fiscal 1975-76. 
The major cu ts in the $6.9 million figu re in­ 
clu d e $2.3 million at the Univ ersity of 
Nebraska, $1.3 million for the Department of 
Pu blic Welfare aq d $854,000 for the Depart­ 
ment of Pu blic Institu tions. 
No red u ctions in capital constru ction ap­ 
propriations were recommend ed , bu t Ex on 
said the approaching regu lar session nex t 
Janu ary wou ld be a good time to “get a hand le 
on ev er-increasing d emand s for more new 
bu ild ings.” 
Other Ex on proposals wou ld free the Board 
of Eq u alization from prov id ing a 5 % reserv e 
in tax collections for 1976 or consid ering 
fu tu re state obligations in establishing nex t 
y ear’s state tax rates. 
Another bill wou ld grant au thority to waiv e 
certain specific d ate req u irements for the d is­ 
bu rsement of state fu nd s to gov ernmental su b­ 
d iv isions. 
It wou ld prov id e for priorities of ex pen­ 
d itu res when fu nd s become short and allow 
the state treasu rer, with the ad v ice of the 
Department of Rev enu e and the Department 
of Ad ministrativ e Serv ices, to ex ercise 
flex ibility in issu ing state warrants u nd er su ch 
cond itions. 
Priorities Ou tlined 
That measu re wou ld establish the following 
priority of state ex pend itu res: state employ e 
salaries and serv ices, other state ex pend itu res, 
intergov ernmental transfers and state aid . 
The bills will be su bmitted to pu blic 
hearings Oct. 29-31 by the Appropriations 
Committee and the Rev enu e Committee.

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Minimum Wage 
Of $3 Favored 


Washington (UPI) - The 


AFL-CIO told Congress 
Wednesday a shorter work week, 
higher overtime pay and a 13-an- 
hour minimum wage would be 
weapons to beat unemployment. 


Andrew Biemiller, AFL-CIO 


legislative director, testified 
before a House labor subcom- 
mittee that the labor federation 
supports a bill to increase the 
minimum wage, now 12.10 an 
hour, to $3 an hour on Jan. 1, 
1977, then allow it to rise with 
the cost of living. 


Biemiller said the AFL-CIO 


also wants Congress to require 
double pay for overtime beyond 
a 40-hour week, overtime for 
more than eight hours of work a 
day and a shortening of the stan- 
dard 40-hour week. 


"We believe that a $3 


minimum wage, increased 
penalty pay for overtime work, 
and a shorter work week and 
work day will not only ensure a 
decent wage for the minimum 
wage worker and his family, but 
will help to reverse the un- 
employment figures which now 
appear to be leveling off at the 
disastrous level of almost 
8.5% ..." Biemiller said. 


He said overtime hours have 


been high during the recession 
because it is cheaper for 
employers to pay overtime than 
hire additional workers. 


"In our view," he said, "in- 


creasing overtime penalty pay 
will discourage the regular 
scheduling of overtime work and 
will generate additional jobs." 


He said a reduction in the 


standard 40-hour work week and 
an additional standard for daily 
overtime also would require 
employers to hire more workers. 


The current |2.10 minimum 


hourly wage will go to $2.30 in 
January. 


Biemiller said $2.30 an hour 


falls below the Census Bureau's 
designated poverty level of $5,- 
038 a year — or the equivalent of 
$2.42 an hour for a full-time, 
year-round worker. 


Based on government projec- 


tions of inflation, he said, a 
worker earning $3.20 at the end 
of 1977 still will be considered to 
be earning poverty-level wages. 


"No one who has lived 


through the galloping inflation of 
the last few years should serious- 
ly question the $3 minimum 
wage rate," Biemiller said.

Soviet Craft Shows Rocks On Venus 


MOSCOW (AP) - An unmanned Soviet 


spacecraft landed on Venus Wednesday 
and sent back to earth panoramic television 
pictures of the sizzling, rocky surface that 
may change theories about the planet's 
landscape, Tass reported. 


"It's a real first and extremely in- 


teresting," said one Western scientific 
expert in Moscow. 


Other space probes, both American and 


Soviet, have taken pictures of cloud- 
shrouded Venus, but this was the first time 
pictures had been transmitted from the 
surface of the planet. 


Within three hours of the first announce-, 


ment, Soviet TV broadcast pictures 
showing gray rocks of various sizes where 
the craft landed. 


A Tass commentator said, "This seems 


to knock the bottom out of the hypothesis 
that the Venusian surface was expected to 
look like a sand desert covered with sand 
dunes because of constant wind and 
temperature erosion " 


Some of the rocks were 12 to 16 inches 


across and a large rock was seen in the dis- 


tance, breaking the smooth skyline, the 
Soviet news agency Tass reported. 


The descent vehicle, dispatched from the 


Venus 9 spacecraft, operated for 53 
minutes on the surface where 
temperatures were 485 degrees centigrade 
(905 degress Fahrenheit), Tass said. 


Venus 9 went into orbit around the 


planet to become its first artificial satellite. 
It received the television signals sent from 
the surface and relayed them to earth. 


Dr. Mikhail Marov, leader, of the scien- 


tific team working on the project, called 
the "unexpected sharpness of the picture 
one more sensation of the day." 


Tass said the pictures also disproved a 


hypothesis that the Venus horizon must 
look like a concave lens. 


In 1972 the Soviets landed on the planet a 


module from Venus 8 which sent back in- 
formation for 50 minutes before going 
silent in the intense heat. 


Venus 9 was launched in June 8, followed 


six days later by Venus 10 which Tass said 
was due to reach the planet's vicinity on 
Saturday. 


Venus i covered the 180 million miles in 


136 days, and TO Monday the descent cap- 
sule separated. It entered the Venus at- 
mosphere a few minutes before 11 p.m. 
CDT Tuesday, and as it parachuted toward 
the surface, instruments studied the cloud 
layer. 


At 12:13 a.m. CDT Wednesday the craft 


landed after its three parachutes separated 
and the aerodynamic braking system took 
over slowing the descent, the official report 
said. 
""'Tass said the first photos of the Venus 
surface were received 15 minutes after the 
craft touched down. 


The pictures covered an angle of 140 to 


160 degrees and one picture showed in- 
struments on the descent craft. Tass said 
experts estimated the distance from the 
craft to the horizon was 200 to 300 yards 
and that the horizon was clearly visible — a 
line separating the light sky from the dark 
surface. 


Tass quoted Marov as saying the pictures 


were so sharp "we can classify the stones 
as young rocks since the picture clearly 
shows sharp angles and flat sides."

Andrew Biemiller, AFL-CIO 
legislative director, testified 
before a House labor subcom­ 
mittee that the labor federation 
supports a bill to increase the 
minimum wage, now $2.10 an 
hour, to $3 an hour on Jan. 1, 
1977, then allow it to rise with 
the cost of living. 
Biemiller said the AFL-CIO 
also wants Congress to require 
double pay for overtime beyond 
a 40-hour week, overtime for 
more than eight hours of work a 
day and a shortening of the stan­ 
dard 40-hour week. 


“ We believe that a $3 
minimum wage, increased 
penalty pay for overtime work, 
and a shorter work week and 
work day will not only ensure a 
decent wage for the minimum 
wage worker and his family, but 
will help to reverse the un­ 
employment figures which now 
appear to be leveling off at the 
disastrous level of almost 
8 5% . . . ” Biemiller said. 


He said overtime hours have 
been high during the recession 
because it is cheaper for 
employers to pay overtime than 
hire additional workers. 


“In our view,” he said, “ in­ 
creasing overtime penalty pay 
w ill discourage the regular 
scheduling of overtime work and 
will generate additional jobs.” 
He Said a reduction in the 
standard 40-hour work week and 
an additional standard for daily 
overtime also would require 
employers to hire more workers. 
The current $2.10 minimum 
hourly wage will go to $2.30 in 
January'. 
Biemiller said $2.30 an hour 
falls below the Census Bureau's 
designated poverty level of $5,- 
038 a year — or the equivalent of 
$2.42 an hour for a full-time, 
year-round worker. 


Based on government projec­ 
tions of inflation, he said, a 
worker earning $3.20 at the end 
of 1977 still will be considered to 
be earning poverty-level wages. 
“ No one who has lived 
through the galloping inflation of 
the last few years should serious­ 
ly question the $3 minimum 
wage rate,” Biemiller said.

Soviet Craft Shows Rocks On Venus 
MOSCOW (AP) — An unmanned Soviet 
spacecraft landed on Venus Wednesday 
and sent back to earth panoramic television 
pictures of the sizzling, rocky surface that 
may change theories about the planet’s 
landscape, Tass reported. 
“ It’s a real first and extremely in­ 
teresting,” said one Western scientific 
expert in Moscow 
Other space probes, both American and 
Soviet, have taken pictures of cloud- 
shrouded Venus, but this was the first time 
pictures had been transmitted from the 
surface of the planet. 


Within three hours of the first announce­ 
ment, Soviet TV broadcast pictures 
showing gray rocks of various sizes where 
the craft landed. 
A Tass commentator said, “This seems 
to knock the bottom out of the hypothesis 
that the Venusian surface was expected to 
look like a sand desert covered with sand 
dunes because of constant wind and 
temperature erosion.” 
Some of the rocks were 12 to 16 inches 
across and a large rock was seen in the dis- 


tance, breaking the smooth skyline, the 
Soviet news agency Tass reported. 
The descent vehicle, dispatched from the 
Venus 9 spacecraft, operated for 53 
minutes on the surface where 
temperatures were 485 degrees centigrade 
(905 degress Fahrenheit), Tass said. 


Venus 9 went into orbit around the 
planet to become its first artificial satellite. 
It received the television signals sent from 
the surface and relayed them to earth. 
Dr. Mikhail Marov, leader of the scien­ 
tific team working on the project, called 
the “ unexpected sharpness of the picture 
one more sensation of the day.” 
Tass said the pictures also disproved a 
hypothesis that the Venus horizon must 
look like a concave lens. 


In 1972 the Soviets landed on the planet a 
module from Venus 8 which sent back in­ 
formation for 50 minutes before going 
silent in the intense heat. 
Venus 9 was launched in June 8, followed 
six days later by Venus 10 which Tass said 
was due to reach the planet’s vicinity on 
Saturday. 


Venus 9 covered the 180 million miles in 
136 days, and on Monday the descent cap­ 
sule separated. It entered the Venus at­ 
mosphere a few minutes before 11 p.m. 
CDT Tuesday, and as it parachuted toward 
the surface, instruments studied the cloud 
layer. 
At 12:13 a.m. CDT Wednesday the craft 
landed after its three parachutes separated 
and the aerodynamic braking system took 
over slowing the descent, the official report 
said. 
Tass said the first photos of the Venus 
surface were received 15 minutes after the 
craft touched down. 
The pictures covered an angle of 140 to 
160 degrees and one picture showed in­ 
struments on the descent craft. Tass said 
experts estimated the distance from the 
craft to the horizon was 200 to 300 yards 
and that the horizon was clearly visible — a 
line separating the light sky from the dark 
surface. 
Tass quoted Marov as saying the pictures 
were so sharp “we can classify the stones 
as young rocks since the picture clearly 
shows sharp angles and flat sides.”

years, before sophisticated elec­ 
tronic eavesdropping methods 
were developed. Therefore, he 
said, the CIA turned to the in­ 
terception of telephone calls, 
cables and mail. 
“We were the No. 1 target of 
the KGB and the GRU,” he said, 
referring to Soviet intelligence 
and its military counterpart. 
“ Acknowledging your dif­ 
ficulties,” Church asked, “do 
you believe that this (the CIA) is 
an agency that doesn’t need to 
obey the law?” 
“No, we were trying to get on 
with our job,” Helms said. “It’s 
not black and white. I’m not a 
lawyer, rather let it go at that.” 
Earlier, Day and two other 


former postmasters general 
testified to varying degrees of 
knowledge of the CIA mail 
scheme. 
Winton M. Blount, postmaster 
general from 1969 to 1971, said 
the CIA led him to believe it was 
merely recording the outsides of 
the envelopes and that John 
Mitchell, attorney general at the 
time, approved the operation. 
On that basis, Blount said, he 
decided there was “no problem 
as regards the legality” of the 
program. 
John A. Gronouski, post­ 
master general from 1963 to 
1965, said he never knew about 
the CIA mail operation and 
would have opposed it if he had.

FBI Maintains Secret List 
On Potential Security Risks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


FBI maintains a secret list of 
more than 1,200 Americans 
targeted for possible investiga- 
tion as potential security risks in 
times of national emergency, ac- 
cording to documents disclosed 
Wednesday. 


The documents were released 


by Rep. Robert W. Kastenmeier. 
D-Wis. chairman of a House Civil 
Liberties subcommittee, who 
said the FBI practice "demands 
thorough congressional scrutiny 
and public discussion." 


The list is the latest in a series 


of indexes dating back to before 
US entry into World Warn and 
originally intended to identify 
persons to be arrested it they 
were considered a national 
security threat in wartime 


Authority for detention of 


Americans considered possible 
security threats expired in 1971. 
An FBI spokesman said in 
August that the list of Americans 
identified for possible detention 
had once grown to 15,000 names. 


The FBI spokesman in August 


said the list of 15,000 persons 
subject to possible detention had 
been destroyed after the con- 
gressional authority for such 
arrests expired in 1971. The 
latest list of Americans iden- 
tified for possible investigation, 
begun in 1971, has not been dis- 
closed previously. 


The FBI said the present list, 


which contained 1,294 names as 
of Aug. 15, is "an administrative 
aid... (that) enables the FBI to 
remain alert to individuals who 
have exhibited a propensity to 
conduct acts inimical to the 
national security and affords the 
FBI a record of individuals who 
would merit close investigative 
attention bending legal steps by 
the President to take further ac- 
tion." 


A memorandum from FBI 


Director Clarence M. Kelley said 
the compilation "serves as an 
extremely valuable list of in- 
dividuals who pose a threat to 
the President of the United 


States, thereby enabling (he FBI 
to provide current data to the 
U.S. Secret Service." 


"Individuals who are included 


are those who have exhibited a 
willingness or capability of 
engaging in treason, rebellion, 
sedition, sabotage, espionage, 
assassination of government of- 
ficials, terrorism, guerrilla war- 
fare, or other acts which would 
result in interference with or a 
threat to the survival and effec- 
tive operation of national, state 
or local government," the 
memorandum said. 


"During 1972 the operation of 


this index was evaluated and 
revised to include only those in- 
dividuals who pose a realistic, 
direct and current danger to the 
national security," the 
memorandum added. 


Names on the list were not dis- 


closed. The FBI also said it 
would be impossible to 
reconstruct past lists as 
Kastenmeier had asked. 


Two Americans Abducted; 
Turkish Ambassador Slain

Terrorism around the world 


Wednesday brought death to the 
Turkish ambassador in Vienna, 
the kidnaping of two American 
embassy officials in Beirut and 
continued threats to a Dutch in- 
dustrialist held captive in 
Ireland. 


In Argentina, a French 


professor escaped capture by 
would-be kidnapers who broke 
into his home in Mendoza, west 
of Buenos Aires. The official 
Telam news agency said Noel 
Salomon, teaching in Mendoza 
as part of a cultural exchange 
program, was first believed by 
police to have been abducted but 
he went to police headquarters 
and reported he had been hiding 
to evade the would-be kidnapers. 


Turkish Ambassador Danis 


Tunahgil, 60, was slain by three 
men who asked to see him at his 
Vienna office and then pulled 
out submachine guns and 
opened fire. 


Austrian officials said Turkish 


diplomats told them the trio 
spoke English with a Greek ac- 
cent. Later in New York, 
however, a man Hailing to 
represent the 
"Armenian 


Liberation Organization" 
telephoned The Associated 
Press and claimed it was 
responsbile for the deed. 


Former Armenian lands are 


now divided between the Soviet 
Union, Turkey and Iran, but 
Armenians have demonstrated 
abroad particularly against 
Turkey in recent years. Greece 
and Turkey are currently hard 
rivals over Cyprus. 


In Beirut, two American Em- 


bassy officials, identified as 
Charles Gallagher, 44, of 
Roanoke, Va., and William 
Dykes Jr., 50, of San Jose, Calif., 
were seized by gunmen at a 
barricade in a largely Moslem 
section of the city.

You Don't Bite The Fiscal Hand That Feeds You 


WASHINGTON — Defense Secretary 
J ames R. Schlesing er has hit on an 
orig inal way to defend the Pentag on’s 
budg et. He has attacked the House Ap­ 
propriations Committee and g ot into a 
scrap with its v enerable 75-y ear-old con­ 
serv ativ e chairman, Rep. Georg e H. 
Mahon of Tex as. In Washing ton, this is a 
little like blowing ud y our own arsenal. 
Big Georg e Mahon from Lubbock has 
been in the House for ov er 40 y ears and 
chairman of the committee where the 
Pentag on g ets its money for 11 y ears. 
There are few more influential or 
powerful men in the House of Represen­ 
tativ es. Ev ery man in the armed serv ices 
abov e the rank of corporal knows that 
war is hell but a whole lot safer than 
fussing with the man who holds the 
purse. 


But Defense Secretary Schlesing er is a 
brav e man. Unfortunately for him, the 
weakness of intellig ence is often 
eloquence and arrog ance, and when the 
Appropriations Committee cut the ad­ 
ministration’s requested defense ap­ 
propriation by $7.6 billion, Secretary 
Schlesing er, the intellig ent and outrag ed 
professor, summoned the press into his 
first news seminar in four months and 
deliv ered a carefully written attack on the 
ridiculous idea of being cut down to a 
mere $90,200,000,000 for the coming fiscal 
y ear. 


BIG GEORGE MAHON 
. . . his committee holds 
the pursestring s . . . 


He sounded as if he had been am­ 
putated, which in a way he was, but by 
about a pinkie. “ The House Ap­ 
propriations Committee,” he said, “ made 
deep, sav ag e, and arbitrary cuts in the 
President’s request for appropriations 
this y ear that will, if they are continued 
throug h the entire course of the leg isla­ 


tion, hav e harmful effects upon the 
defense posture of the United States.’’ 
So far he was not in too much trouble 
with Georg e Mahon bat he went on to at­ 
tack not only the committee’s actions bat 
its intellig ence and its motiv es. He 
sug g ested that it had been “ driv en by 
political considerations,” that it was 
pretending that its cuts would not harm 
the essential security of the nation, that it 
knew better than this, and that this “ was 
a form of self-deception at best” 
In short, by v oting $90.2 billion instead 
of the President’s request for $97.9 
billion, Schlesing er insisted, the Ap­ 
propriations Committee was not only 
eng ag ed in political hy pocrisy but was 
try ing to cov er up its deceit. 
Mahon, who has been reg arded for 
y ears as the most powerful supporter of 
the Pentag on, finally turned on the 
secretary of defense. In a formal state­ 
ment, he said that his committee’s reduc­ 
tions had been “ any thing but arbitrary ” 
and had been made with the “ objectiv e of 
eliminating unnecessary spending 
without impairing essential defense 
prog rams.” 
Then he added what is likely to be the 
decisiv e point in the coming debate on 
the defense budg et, in relation to the 
national debt, and rates of unemploy ­ 
ment, prices, and interest: 


“ I believ e,” Mahor said, “ that most 


Americans would ag ree that $90.2 billion 
for the Defense Department is, if 
manag ed and spent wisely , adequate at a 
time when no U.S. military forces are 
eng ag ed in combat and the nation is faced 
with a hug e deficit and an increase in the 
national debt of $80 billion this y ear.” 
☆

☆ 
One arg ument for hav ing a hig hly in­ 
tellig ent, pipe-smoking philosophic man 
as secretary of defense is that, like J im 
Forrestai, the first occupant of his office, 
he would take a wide and long v iew of the 
security of the Republic. 


But Schlesing er is arg uing security in 
the narrowest mathematical terms, 
almost'in football terms: Who’s No. 1 in' 
missiles, submarines, offensiv e and 
defensiv e strateg ies, strateg ic forces, and 
conv entional forces. A few y ears ag o, 
these sports-pag e arg uments worked in 
Washing ton, but Georg e Mahon, who 
knows more about sports than 
Schlesing er, has finally blown the whistle. 
May be President Ford, who was in the 
House of Representativ es for 25 y ears, 
and knows Georg e Mahon better than he 
knows either Secretary of Defense 
Schlesing er or Secretary of State 
Kissing er, will pay more attention now to 
this rev olt ag ainst his insistence on 
Capitol Hill that the defense budg et has 
to be part of his austerity prog ram like 
ev ery thing else. 


SECRETARY SCHLESINGER

Schlesing er and Kissing er had been 
pretending in public that they ag ree on 
detente with the Sov iets, that they ag ree 
on Cruise missiles and Backfire planes 
and all the other issues on the arms con­ 
trol talks with the Sov iet Union, but in 
fact they differ fundamentally on

Nobody should question Schlestag er'l 
sincerity , and it is not questioned here. 
He really thinks we are at a crossroads 
with the Sov iets a n d will sink if we do not 
keep our military budg et up where he 
wants it. But modesty is not his outstan­ 
ding quality , and he leav es little room for 
doubt that his estimate of the military 
budg et may be just a little bit — may be 
$7 
billion or $8 billion - wrong . 


By being so insistent and ev en dramatic 
on this point, he has challeng ed and 
irritated the Appropriations Committee 
and its chairman, Mahon, and in the 
process almost assured the defeat of the 
defense budg et he set out to defend. 


The Senate Appropriations Committee, 
which he was aiming at to g et some of the 
House cuts restored, may be sy mpathetic 
to him, but after his tussle with Georg e 
Mahon, be is likely to lose, not only in­ 
fluence on tbe Hill but with the President 
who knows the dang ers of fiddling with 
Big Georg e or challeng ing the Ap­ 
propriations Committee.

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The Obligatory China Trip 


Chairman Mao summoned Henry 
Kissing er on the spur of the moment the 
other day to warn the American secretary 
of state of the supposed dang ers of this 
country ’s policy of detente with the Sov iet 
Union. 
The audience with Mao is being read 
as sig nificant for two reasons: (1) It un­ 
derscores China’s concern about U.S. 
relations with China’s Number One enemy 
and (2) it supposedly let Kissing er’s g ov ern­ 
ment know that despite recent Chinese 
criticism of alleg ed American sentiment on 
the side of Tibetan separatists and the im­ 
ag ined dip in America’s stock in the inter­ 
national community , President Ford will 
be most welcome and probably will be 
receiv ed by the old chairman himself. 
Hav ing made the point that Sov iet- 
American detente does not meet with 
Chinese approv al, one can only wonder 
what else will occupy the ag enda for the 
upcoming Ford v isit to China. It is a lead 
pipe cinch that neither Ford nor Kissing er 
w ill back down or ev en make the 
appearance of backing down on detente 
while in Peking just to please the Chinese. 
The Ford administration line follows the 
Nix on administration line and that is that 
America’s best interests lie in try ing to es­ 
tablish reasonably friendly relationships 
with both communist superpowers and 
that try ing to prev ent a worsening of 
relations between the two is in the best in- 


Special Session Alternatives 


Now conv ened in special session, the 
Nebraska Leg islature has a number of 
alternativ es in dealing with the cash flow 
problem which is the making of the 
senators mostly , the g ov ernor partly and 
the partisan-motiv ated State Board of 
Equalization. 
The Leg islature can: (1) cut ex pen­ 
ditures; (2) raise tax es or (3) prov ide the 
manag erial tools to tide the state ov er until 
the nex t budg et period. 
Should the Leg islature decide to cut 
ex penditures in the current budg et, sev eral 
assumptions can be made: 
— The Leg islature didn’t know what it 
was doing when it passed the fiscal 1975-76 
budg et last spring . 
— The Leg islature did know what it 
was doing and included some fat in the 
budg et for just an emerg ency . 
— The Leg islature ex trav antly funded 
prog rams which were not needed, so cut­ 
ting them back now won’t really hurt 
any thing . 
Since none of the abov e would be ad­ 
mitted to, nor probably is the case, the 
truest assumption that can be made is that 
the Leg islature tried last spring to fashion a 


budg et according to its perception of need. 
If that is the case, there can be little 
arg ument now in fav or of cutting ex pen­ 
ditures. For if there is, it would lead back 
to the first assumption, which was that the 
Leg islature didn’t know what it was doing . 
Let’s mov e on, then, from the assump­ 
tion that the Leg islature’s perception of 
needs were met. What to do about it within 
the contex t of the cash flow problem? 
An increase in the state income tax 
rate at this time would do nothing to solv e 
the immediate problem. An increase in the 
sales tax rate mandated in the special ses­ 
sion mig ht, but the philosophical v irtue of 
that action is open to question. 
What the senators mig ht best do in this 
ex traordinary meeting called by Gov . Ex on 
is prov ide the ex ecutiv e branch with the 
account-jug g ling manag erial tools needed 
to see the state throug h the short-term 
crisis. 
When the Leg islature meets in reg ular 
session in J anuary , attention should then 
be g iv en to straig htening out Nebraska’s 
budg et-making , tax rate-setting mess. A 
g reat deal of realism and political courag e 
will be needed.

terests of America and the rest of the world 
as well. That is a g ood line to follow. 
Other observ ers hav e commented that 
there being no possiblity for ag reement on 
detente, there is v ery little else of sub­ 
stance to talk about. The Taiwan question 
and the establishing of formal diplomatic 
relations are two important issues which 
will take time in working out. 
So the Ford trip may v ery well turn out 
the “ window dressing ” others are making 
it out to be. 
There undoubtedly will be ag reements 
on further cultural ex chang es and most 
probably a joint communique stating stead­ 
fast opposition to heg emonism. That is 
v ery important to the Chinese and althoug h 
nobody else seems quite able to g rasp the 
seriousness of that problem, Ford will 
nonetheless probably sig n such a com­ 
munique. And there will be much reading 
of “ sig ns” : whom Ford talked to and 
whom he didn’t; where he went and in 
what order and ex actly what terms the 
Chinese leaders used in talking publicly 
about ev en the most innocuous subjects. 
When the ag enda lacks substa nce, 
diplomats and journalists need something 
to while away the time, and reading sig ns is 
the only alternativ e av ailable when in the 
People’s Republic. 
The upcoming Ford v isit to China 
looks to be the long est political trip y et on 
the 1976 campaig n trail. 


The country side is so dry the snakes are 
willing to sacrifice their liv es for a drink 
of water.

It took a fanciful leap from 
the board into the air and plopped onto 
the g round like a balloon filled with 
water. It surely must hav e been water­ 
log g ed for its landing was certainly not as 
g raceful as the take-off. 


I hope they take a toll of the crickets 
that are so numerous and should they 
pass my g arden, I would g ladly donate 
any g rubs that are planning to hibernate 
there. 


I had nev er thoug ht of how the wildlife 
must be in need of water now that all 
irrig ation has been stopped for some 
time. The ditches hav e been dry for 
weeks and the big pond has shrunk into a 
small puddle. In fact, there is no water on 
our side of the fence but this natural 
waterway deepens to the west of our 
farm. It is here that water still stands but 
this area is a miniature of its former size 
also.

A cherry pie in the ov en today is ev ery 
bit as g ood as a cherry pie in the ov en 
back when the cherries were picked from 
the trees early last summer. I took a jar of 
fresh frozen cherries from the freezer 
this morning and made them into a pie. 
Now I hav e v isions of stemming and pit­ 
ting them and long hours of g etting them 
into the freezer. I’m happy that work is in 
the past and the frag rance of g ood eating 
is in the air.

Chairman Mao summoned Henry 


Kissinger on the spur of the moment the 
other day to warn the American secretary 
of state of the supposed dangers of this 
country's policy of detente with the Soviet 
Union. 


The audience with Mao is being read 


as significant for two reasons: (1) It un- 
derscores China's concern about U.S. 
relations with China's Number One enemy 
and (2) it supposedly let Kissinger's govern- 
ment know that despite recent Chinese 
criticism of alleged American sentiment on 
the side of Tibetan separatists and the im- 
agined dip in America's stock in the inter- 
national community, President Ford will 
be most welcome and probably will be 
received by the old chairman himself. 


Having made the point that Soviet- 


American detente does not meet with 
Chinese approval, one can only wonder 
what else will occupy the agenda for the 
upcoming Ford visit to China. It is a lead 
pipe cinch that neither Ford nor Kissinger 
will back down or even make the 
appearance of backing down on detente 
while in Peking just to please the Chinese. 
The Ford administration line follows the 
Nixon administration line and that is that 
America's best interests lie in trying to es- 
tablish reasonably friendly relationships 
with both communist superpowers and 
that trying to prevent a worsening of 
relations between the two is in the best in- 


Special Session Alternatives 


Now convened in special session, the 


Nebraska Legislature has a number of 
alternatives in dealing with the cash flow 
problem which is the making of the 
senators mostly, the governor partly and 
the partisan-motivated State Board of 
Equalization. 


The Legislature can: (1) cut expen- 


ditures; (2) raise taxes or (3) provide the 
managerial tools to tide the state over until 
the next budget period. 


Should the Legislature decide to cut 


expenditures in the current budget, several 
assumptions can be made: 


— The Legislature didn't know what it 


was doing when it passed the fiscal 1975-76 
budget last spring. 


— The Legislature did know what it 


was doing and included seme fat in the 
budget for just an emergency. 


— The Legislature extravantly funded 


programs which were not needed, so cut- 
ting them back now won't really hurt 
anything. 


Since none of the above would be ad- 


mitted to, nor probably is the case, the 
truest assumption that can be made is that 
the Legislature tried last spring to fashion a 


budget according to its perception of need. 


If that is the case, there can be little 


argument now in favor of cutting expen- 
ditures. For if there is, it would lead back 
to the first assumption, which was that the 
Legislature didn't know what it was doing. 


Let's move on, then, from the assump- 


tion that the Legislature's perception of 
needs were met. What to do about it within 
the context of the cash flow problem? 


An increase in the state income tax 


rate at this time would do nothing to solve 
the immediate problem. An increase in the 
sales tax rate mandated in the special ses- 
sion might, but the philosophical virtue of 
that action is open to question. 


What the senators might best do in this 


extraordinary meeting called by Gov. Exon 
is provide the executive branch with the 
account-juggling managerial tools needed 
to see file state through the short-term 
crisis. 


When the Legislature meets in regular 


session in January, attention should then 
be given to straightening out Nebraska's 
budget-making, tax rate-setting mess. A 
great deal of realism and political courage 
will be needed.

any grubs mat are planning to hibernate 
there. 


I had never thought of how the wildlife 


must be in need of -water now that all 
irrigation has been stopped for some 
time. The ditches have been dry for 
weeks and the big pond has shrunk into a 
small puddle. In fact, there is no water on 
our side of the fence but this natural 
waterway deepens to the west of our 
farm. It is here that water still stands but 
this area is a miniature of its former size 
also.

"Prairie Christmas". For those of us who 
remember the Christmas tree cut from 
tne grove, popcorn ornaments strung at 
home and the good secluded feeling that 
came from snow drifted about the 
farmyard with all the animals safely 
sheltered in the big barn, it will provide a 
night of pleasant memories.

Hearing Is Invalidated 
By Agenda Oversight

The planners weren’t too hap­ 
py with the turn of events since 
they had just spent more than 30 
minutes hearing testimony on an 
amendment to a zoning change 
proposed in west Lincoln. 
The proposed amendment was 
not published on the com­ 
missioner’s agenda. Therefore, 
Assistant City Attorney Bill 
Blake informed them, the 
hearing was illegal because it 
violated the state’s new open 
meetings law. 


“I know this is going to b e 
hard to do," Blake told the com­ 
mission, ‘‘but, forget everything 
you’ve heard here today.” 
Emerg en cy Un d efin ed 
Although the state law said 
such a hearing could be held if 
an emergency existed, the law 
doesn’t define what that 
emergency might be. 
Attorney Michael Alesio, 
representing the applicants, con­ 
tended an amergency existed 
because his clients might not be 
able to purchase the land if a 
hearing were extended until 
November. 
Blake told the planners they 
would have to make a deter­ 
mination that an emergency 
existed. The planner, conversely, 


told Blake they wanted him to 
make that decision. 
Hearin g Delay ed 
The commission finally agreed 
to delay the hearing until its 
November meeting. 
Alesio said he would try to 
figure out a way to tell his clients 
that no hearing was held 
Wednesday. 
Alesio had proposed that only 
a portion of land lying near West 
Q and N.W. 24th be rezoned to 
H-2 Highway Commercial from 
A-2 Single Family. Originally, 
Alesio had proposed that the en­ 
tire area be rezoned. Planning 
Director Doug Brogden had 
recommended denial of that 
application. 
Under the new plan, Alesio 
proposed that the north 120 feet 
of property be left as single fami­ 
ly zoning, while the southern 180 
feet be rezoned to highway com­ 
mercial. The only access to the 
property would be from West 0 
St., not from West Q, Alesio said. 
Neighbors Object 
Alesio proposed the amend­ 
ment partially to make the 
zoning proposal more acceptable 
to property owners along West Q 
St. who have objected to the 
rezoning. 
In other business, the planning 
commission rejected two zoning 
applications to allow duplexes in 
single family neighborhoods. 
The planners denied Marion 
Tharp’s application for a change 
of zone from A-2 Single Family 
to B Two Family on the 
northeast corner of 69th and 
Havelock Ave. 


Weekend Deadline Is Set 
For Police Review Board 
Mayor Helen Boosalis said 
Wednesday she will cut off 
applications for the Police 
Review Board this weekend. 
Aboug 25 to 30 people have 
submitted their names and 
resumes to the mayor to be ap­ 
pointed to the seven-member 
police review panel. 
The 
people who have 
expressed an interest in serving 
on the board are ‘‘a very 
representative group,” the 
mayor said. 
Mrs. Boosalis said she intends 
to submit her appointments to 
the City Council for confirma­ 
tion ‘‘within a couple of weeks.” 
The board was created by the 
council last month. When a 
citizen or group files a grievance 


against the police department or 
its procedures, the police will 
have a chance to respond to 
those complaints and take any 
corrective action they deem 
necessary. Complaints are to be 
filed in the city clerk’s office. 
After the police department 
responds to the complaint, the 
citizen board is supposed to 
meet in ten days with the com­ 
plainant to determine if the 
department’s response is 
satisfactory. If the board thinks 
it is warranted, the board will in­ 
vestigate the matter and make a 
recommendation. 
Any final determinations on

The planners also denied 
Richard Moulton’s request for a 
change of zone from A-2 Single 
Family to B Two Family in an 
area located on the west side of 
Williams, betwee Sheridan Blvd.

The commission approved a 
special permit application made 
by Julius Haes Jr. to develop a 
community unit plan called 
Rolling Greens, near Rokeby 
Rd. and 40th St.

Only 
last April, a 5 1-3 5 % majo rity 
tho ught that future price in­ 
creases wo uld o ccur mo re slo w­ 
ly - 
Who do es the public blame fo r 
this surge in the co st o f liv ing? 
To find o ut, the Harris Surv ey 
recently asked a cro ss sectio n o f 
1,49 7 adults natio nwide: 
“ Do y o u feel that (read list) is 
a majo r cause o f inflatio n, a 
mino r cause o r hardly a cause o f 
inflatio n at all? ”

—Business emerges as a majo r 
target o f co nsumer wrath. The 
public co nsiders no t o nly 
“ business raising prices” a key 
cause o f inflatio n, but also majo r 
o il co mpanies, middleman price 
hikes and business pro fits. 
Altho ugh 72% are tro ubled by 
fo o d price hikes, no mo re than 
27% blame “ farm prices.” 
Instead, peo ple tend to blame 
the faceless “ middleman.” 
—Energy sho rtages are seen 
as impo rtant co ntributo rs to in­ 
flatio n, but ev en mo re critical 
are the ro les o f big o il co mpanies 
and Arab o il-pro ducing co un­ 
tries. The clear implicatio n is 
that the po tential o il sho rtage 
has been taken adv antage o f by 
o il pro ducers. 
—The peo ple co nsider go v ern­ 
ment spending a majo r cause o f 
inflatio n, but are selectiv e in the 
bo dies to who m they assign 
blame. A 6 4% majo rity believ es 
“ spending by Co ngress’ is a 
majo r cause, by co ntrast, no 


mo re than 42% blame Fo rd fo r 
deco ntro lling o il and natural gas 
prices. An ev en smaller 3 7% cite 
the Fo rd eco no mic pro gram as a 
majo r cause o f inflatio n. 
On the piv o tal issue o f high 
prices, co ngress appears to be 
do ing a lo t wo rse than the Presi­ 
dent. Ho wev er, the 5 5 % who 
blame “ lack o f leadership in the 
co untry ” as a majo r cause o f in­ 
flatio n co uld be a sign that few 
po liticians will reap much 
benefit fro m the inflatio n issue 
in 19 76 . 
—No mo re than 45 % o f the 
public are highly aro used o v er 
defense spending as an in­ 
flatio nary pressure, and o nly a 
slightly higher 5 4 % name 
welfare and relief pay ments as a 
majo r cause o f high prices. The 
Federal Reserv e Bo ard is cited 
by 3 0% as a “ majo r cause o f in­ 
flatio n,” altho ugh an ev en larger 
3 7% simply are no t aware o f 
FRB po licies. 


—On a co mparativ e basis, un­ 
io ns co me o ff relativ ely well. By 
and large, the public sees labo r’s 
demands as hav ing mo derated in 
recent y ears. 
The nex t 12 mo nths will see 
charges and co untercharges 
being made o n the inflatio n 
issue. Demo crats will try to link 
Fo rd with big business and 
capitalize o n the anti-business 
feeling generated by high prices. 
In turn, the Republicans will try 
to pin respo nsibility fo r 


Co ngressio nal spending o n the 
Demo cratic no minee. 
Iro nically , the v o ters are likely 
to be highly skeptical o f such 
arguments. Instead, the can­ 
didate who is willing to spell o ut 
the sacrifices necessary to curb 
inflatio n, leav ing the rheto ric o f 
blame to o thers, is likely to find 
his credibility rising rapidly . But 
such candidates may be hard to 
find in 19 76 .

prices, congress appears to be 
doing a lot worse than the Presi- 
dent. However, the 55% who 
blame "lack of leadership in the 
country" as a major cause of in- 
flation could be a sign that few 
politicians will reap much 
benefit from the inflation issue 
in 1976. 


—No more than 45% of the 


public are highly aroused over 
defense spending as an in- 
flationary pressure, and only a 
slightly higher 54% name 
welfare and relief payments as a 
major cause of high prices. The 
Federal Reserve Board is cited 
by 30% as a "major cause of in- 
flation," although an even larger 
37% simply are not aware of 
FRB policies.

The cause o f death was no t im­ 
mediately disclo sed. 
To y nbee 
suffered a mild heart attack in 
19 6 9 and in the fo llo wing y ears 
curtailed his y earn to trav el the 
wo rld lecturing and writing. 
A p ro lific w rite r w ho 
p u blished bo o ks in to his 8 0s o n 
to p ics ran g in g fro m histo ry to 
relig io n to the sp read o f cities, 
To y n bee was best kn o wn fo r his 
1 2 -v o lu me “A Stu d y o f Histo ry ,” 
written o v er a 3 4 -y ear p erio d . 
He Traced Pattern 
The wo rk traced a p attern in 
the rise an d fall o f civ ilizatio n s 
— their birth, g ro wth and decay 
— an d sho wed that d ecay u su ally 
resu lts fro m a wro n g resp o n se to 
a challen g e. 
‘‘What I am try in g to d o ,” he 
o n ce said , “is to ex p lain to 
Western p eo p le that they are 
o n ly a small min o rity o f the 
wo rld — the g reat wo rld is Asia 
an d Africa — o u tsid e the West. 
I 
hav e su cceed ed a little bit.” 
In o ther wo rks, To y n bee 
lin ked the histo ry o f civ ilizatio n 
to the histo ry o f relig io n . He also 
believ ed that o n e d ay the wo rld 
wo u ld be o n e big city . 
Man Must Lo o k Up 
On ly by realizin g that 
man is

Toynbee, 86, Dies 


York, England (UPI) - 


British historian, philosopher 
and author Arnold Toynbee, out- 
spoken on anything from MI to 
Western civiliiation, died 
WedMriay at his home He war 
86. 


The cause of death mi not im- 


mediately disclosed. Toynbee 
suffered a mild heart attack in 
1969 and in the following yean 
curtailed his yearn to travel the 
world lecturing and writing. 


A prolific writer who 


published books into his MB on 
topics ranging from history to 
religion to the spread of cities, 
Toynbee was best known for his 
12-volume "A Study of History," 
written over a 34-year period. 


He Traced Patten 


The work traced a pattern hi 


the rise and fall of civilizations 
— their birth, growth and decay 
— and showed that decay usually 
results from a wrong response to 
3 chdlldlflC 


"What I am trying to do," he 


once said, "is to explain to 
Western people that they are 
only a small minority of the 
world — the great world is Asia 
and Africa — outside the West. I 
have succeeded a little bit" 


In other works, Toynbee 


linked the history of civilization 
to the history of religion. He also 
believed that one day the world 
would be one big city. 


Man Most Look Up 


Only by realizing that man is 


not the highest spiritual 
presence in the universe, 
Toynbee asserted, can the 
human race be saved from self- 
destruction. 


Born April 14, 1889, into a 


family of distinguished scholars 
and philanthropists, Toynbee 
acquired a love of history from 
his mother and a hunger for 
travel from a sea captain uncle. 


He first visited the United 


States in 1925 and developed a 
strong affinity for the country, 
taking so many return trips over 
the years that he claimed he 
could not count them all. He was

a regular lecturer in Princeton, 
N.J. 


'American Dream Gone 


Toynbee bemoaned not only 


Western civilization but also 
what he regarded as the 
shattering of the American 
dream. 


"You have to shoot somebody, 


burn yourself alive, do 
something violent, in order to 
get any attention at all, however 
good your cause or causes, 
however patient you have been, 
however well you have put your 
case," he said. "There is an ab- 
solute stone wall of indifference. 


"What I am realty exasperated 


by is by being dehumanized, by 
being processed, being made 
into cards to punch through a 
computer," he once said, 
"treated as non-human beings." 


Colleagues Criticized Him 
Controversy seemed to follow 


his every word. Critics among 
his fellow historians regarded his 
generalizations as too sweeping, 
not based in fact. 


He came through it all with 


what he regarded as "not 
pessimism." 


"I do not love Western science 


for having made these deadly in- 
ventions (nuclear weapons)," he 
once said. "But I have just 
enough faith in Western man's 
political common sense to 
expect that he will not liquidate 
himself." 


Kissinger's 
Ends On Cool Note 


Peking — Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger's four-day 
visit to China ended Wednesday 
as it began, with disagreement 
over Washington's policy of 
detente with Moscow, but with 
relations between the United 
States and China intact. 


In an atmosphere that was 


somewhat chilly compared to 
previous days, Kissinger and 
Foreign Minister Chiao Kuan- 
hua exchanged public toasts 
Wednesday night that made 
clear that in their private conver- 
sations they could not even begin 
to narrow differences over 
policy toward the Soviet Union. 


Chiao referred to the "friendly 


atmosphere" of Tuesday's talk 
between Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung and Kissinger and 
characterized the other conver- 
sations as "frank" and "useful." 
These words rank near or at the 
bottom of Chinese diplomatic 
cordiality, but were almost iden- 
tical to the words of the joint 
communique issued when 
Kissiger visited here last 
November. 


Kissinger, who looked somber, 


stated that he was "satisfied" 
with the exchanges, indicated 
that he was alert to the dangers 
of Moscow but nevertheless 
would continue his policy of 
detente. 


Ford 'Disappointing' 


Neednam, Mass. (UPI) - 


Margaret Chase Smith, who 
represented Maine hi the U.S. 
House and Senate for 32 years, 
said she is "disappointed" with 
, President Ford's leadership and 
is "impressed" with Ronald 
Reagan. 


American diplomats related 


mat throughout the talks, the 
Chinese persisted in their now- 
established theme that the 
United States has beejn 
appeasing the Soviet Union and 
is thereby risking another world 
war. Kissinger was said to nave 
responded that detente was not 
viewed hi the administration as a 
substitute for a strong defense 
and that detente served as a 
lever to restrain Soviet desires to 
expand Russian influence. 


The diplomats also said that as 


the exchanges moved from area 
to area, particularly on Western 
Europe and Soviet-American 
nuclear arms limitation talks, 
the Chinese criticized American 
policy without offering any alter- 
natives. Kissinger did not ask for 
alternatives, and the Chinese in- 
dicated that their role was simp- 
ly to alert and not to suggest 
policy for another nation. 


Another major topic was 


Korea. The Chinese repeated 
their position that the United 
States should withdraw its 
troops from South Korea and 
engage in direct talks with the 
North Korean regime. Kissinger 
was said to have answered that 
the United States would remove 
its troops only after an ar- 
mistice, and that he would 
negotiate this matter only along 
with the Seoul regime.

“I don't want any bizarre or 
circu s-like attraction, bu t we'v e 
g ot to let society see life for real 
for its shock v alu e. There shou ld 
be p u blic ex ecu tion and it shou ld 
be on p rime-time telev ision.”

“Sitting and talking to con­ 
v icted mu rderers was a strang e 
sensation,” he said “ Here they 
were, comforted by being su re of 
liv ing desp ite their crime.”

"Nothing much else has 


helped stop crime and I think 
public executions of convicted 
killers would be an unbeatable 
shock method," says the Rev. 
Paul B. Tinlin, 41-year-old 
pastor of the Evangel Assembly 
of God church. 


The Toronto-born minister 


who was ordained in 1961 said, 
"I'm no religious quack but peo- 
ple need to be shocked and 
sobered like they were by the 
assassinations of the Kennedys 
which were shown and reshown 
on televison." 


The minister, whose congrega- 


tion numbers 250, said several 
weeks ago he answered an 
editorial in a local newspaper 
which commended the Supreme 
Court for striking down the 
death penalty. 


"In my letter, which was 


printed, I said the court was 
wrong, that there should be swift 
and sure justice for those who 
kill," he said. 


"Now I've been called 'that 


murderous minister.' But one 
man wrote me saying that 
executions should be held in 
Soldier Field. 


"I don't want any bizarre or 


circus-like attraction, but we've 
got to let society see We for real 
for its shock value. There should 
be public execution and it should 
be on prime-time television." 


He said he read about an un-

derground sex movie in which a 
woman actually was killed. "I 
thought to myself: Now we are 
making entertainment the real 
thing and we can't even make 
real life the real thing." 


From the Book of Genesis, the 


Rev. Mr. Tinlin quoted. 
"Whoever sheds the blood of 
man, by man shall his blood be 
shed." 


The Rev. Mr. Tinlin said he 


began forming his philosophy 
when he was pastor of a church 
in Lexington, Ky, and visited 
several prisons 


"Sitting and talking to con- 


victed murderers was a strange 
sensation," he said "Here they 
were, comforted by being sure of 
living despite their crime." 


He said he had a long talk with 


his 12-year-old daughter about 
executions on TV. 


"I told her I probably would 


get sick when I saw it because it 
would be gruesome. But murder 
also is gruesome and society has 
to start taking it seriously."

Appalachia Photos 
A void Tired Cliches

When Appalachia first burst into the 
American consciousness in the 1960’s, the 
photographers were there. 
And they have been there ever since, tur­ 
ning what was once fresh material into 
photographic cliche. 
By now, it would seem that all that could be 
done photographically with the land and people 
of Appalachia has been done. But the collection 
of photographs by Margaret MacKichan, 
currently on display at Sheldon Art Gallery, 
proves that that is not so. 
Entitled “ Photographs of Eastern Ken­ 
tucky,” the 38-piece black and white show 
provides a subtly different perspective on a 
shomewhat tired subject. 
Ms. MacKichan's photographs do not repre­ 
sent another attempt to capture, on film, the 
“ plight” of the people of Appalachia (not to say 
that that is not a legitimate endeavor). 
Rather, they speak of strength, honesty, 
and unembellished “richness” in an area of 
relative poverty. 
Ms. MacKichan has recorded on film what 
she has observed as an insider — a person who 
has lived with, and grown to love, the people 
who inhabit a small eastern Kentucky com­ 
munity. 
A graduate of the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln presently working on an MFA at the 
University of New Mexico, Ms. MacKichan first 
went to the community in 1966 as a VISTA 
volunteer. She returned to the area in the same 
capacity the following summer. 
And since that time, she has gone back 


again and again, once to live a year in the com­ 
munity. 
Ms. MacKichan admits that she was like 
other “young kids (who) went in thinking they 
were going to help" people who were, by virtue 
of poverty, in need of assistance. 
But “little money” does not mean “ little 
happiness,” Ms. MacKichan says of what she 
discovered in eastern Kentucky. 
To the mountain people Ms. MacKichan 
lived with and photographed, freindship and 
family ties “are much more important than 
monetary things. ” 
“You can’t believe how generous people 
who have very little can be,” she says. 
The qualities Ms. MacKichan has found in 
the people, most of whom are “fairly self- 
sufficient farmers,” are everywhere apparent in 
her photographs. 
One does not think “quaint” or “sentimen­ 
tal” when viewing her portraits. They are 
honest, straightforward; rendered with a wide- 
angle lens because Ms. MacKichan believes in 
getting close to the people she is photographing. 
With the exception of one photograph 
(‘ ‘ Asa s Funeral ”), the works are not what could

be termed “powerful.” 
Ms. MacKichan has been most concerned 
with the everyday — a prayer meeting in a 
cemetary, a baptism, a young boy and his horse, 
a family “diggin’ ‘taters.”

CB's Latest Target Of Thieves

Ap p ro x imately 70 citizen ’s ban d radio s 
(CB s) are sto len in the city o f Lin co ln 
ev ery mo n th. 
“They ’re taken fro m cars, p icku p s an d 
semi-tru cks, n o matter where they are, n o 
matter what time o f day o r n ig ht,’’ acco r­ 
din g to Lin co ln Po lice Detectiv e Richard 
Ko hles. 
Ko hles has been g iv en the seemin g ly 
imp o ssible task o f try in g to fig u re o u t 
where the radio s are g o in g , a challen g e 
he’s faced sin ce Ju ly . 
“We n o ticed a rash o f CB thefts in Ap ril 
an d May ,” Ko hles said. ‘‘They ’re abo u t as 
co mmo n n o w as car tap e p lay er thefts 
were sev eral y ears ag o . Ev ery bo dy has to 
hav e o n e.” 
Thro u g h Au g u st there were 127 radio s 
rep o rted sto len in Lin co ln alo n e, Ko hles 
said, an d that amo u n ts to a cash v alu e o f 
$27,000. ‘‘These thin g s aren ’t cheap . Mo st 
o f the better o n es sell fo r well o v er $100,” 
he added. 
The radio s hav e disap p eared fro m 
p u blic p arkin g lo ts, lo ts at facto ries, ev en 
fro m so me p erso n ’s driv eway s in fro n t o f 
their ho u ses,” he ex p lain ed. “So me o f 
them were ju st lay in g o n the fro n t seat 
an d hadn ’t ev en been bo lted in y et.” 
The p ro blem has reached su ch p ro p o r­ 
tio n s that sev eral g ro u p s o f radio 
en thu siasts an d the Lin co ln Po lice 
Dep artmen t sp o n so red a clin ic fo r CB 
o wn ers sev eral weeks ag o . They en ­ 
co u rag ed tho se who bu y radio s to reco rd 
the serial n u mbers o f all their eq u ip men t. 


“So me mo dels hav e the serial n u mber 
o n a tag which can be p eeled o ff. On e 
mo del has the n u mber in side the radio , 
bu t u n til lately , p eo p le hadn ’t taken the 
time to check o n the n u mbers,” Ko hles 
said. 
“In Ju ly , o n e abo u t o n e o u t o f 12 o f the 
radio s rep o rted sto len had serial n u mbers 
reco rded by the o wn ers. To day that 
fig u re has in creased to abo u t o n e in fiv e,” 
he added. 
What can be do n e to cu rb the thefts? 
“Ideally , p eo p le sho u ld bu y mo dels 
which can be remo v ed fro m the car an d 
taken in side with them o r lo cked in the 
tru n k,” Ko hles said. “There are su ch 
mo dels av ailable, an d fo r the serio u s 
radio o wn er the ex tra in v estmen t wo u ld 
be well wo rth it.” 
“Simp ly lo ckin g the car do esn ’t alway s 
wo rk sin ce mo st o f the thiev es seem to 
thin k n o thin g abo u t smashin g o u t a win ­ 
do w to g et to the in side,” Ko hles said. 
“A p retty g o o d idea is to en g rav e the 
o wn er’s So cial Secu rity n u mber o n the 
radio , o r the reg u lar serial n u mber,” he 
su g g ested. “We can g et the serials o n the 
Natio n al Crime In fo rmatio n Co mp u ter 
an d they may p o ssibly sho w u p in so me 
o ther city if they hav e been fen ced 
there.” 
What abo u t in su ran ce 
o n CB 
eq u ip men t? 
“On ly a few co mp an ies will o ffer su ch 
co v erag e, altho u g h there is talk abo u t a 
$50 o r $100 dedu ctible p o licy in the wo rks 
that mig ht he o ffered by 1977 ” 
On e n atio n al radio co mmen tato r has 


said that he estimates there is a CB in 
abo u t o n e o f ev ery 20 v ehicles o n the ro ad 
to day . 
“So mebo dy o u t there is sellin g radio s 
at a p retty cheap p rice,” Ko hles said. “At 
that rate I wo u ld ex p ect the market to be 
satu rated in p retty sho rt o rder, bu t 
so mebo dy will alway s bu y a barg ain . 
That’s hu man n atu re, whether the item is 
‘ho t’ o r n o t.” 
On e area o f co o p eratio n which co u ld 
help so lv e the CB thefts, as well as o ther 
p ro p erty lo sses, is that o f citizen in v o lv e­ 
men t, Ko hles said. 
“If we co u ld g et p eo p le to u se their 
ey es an d ears an d let u s kn o w what is 
hap p en in g , may be we co u ld start so lv in g 
so me o f these thefts,” he said. “Peo p le 
ju st do n ’t wan t to g et in v o lv ed.” 
Ap p ro x imately 987o o f the rep o rted 
thefts are listed as “n o su sp ects, n o 
descrip tio n s,” when rep o rts are filed. 
“So metimes there are n o rep o rts filed at 
all,” Ko hles n o ted, relatin g a case he had 
heard fro m an o ther p arty . 
“Ap p aren tly this g u y was awaken ed by 
n o ises in fro n t o f his ho u se an d lo o ked 
out 
fro n t an d saw two men in his v an . He 
tu rn ed o n the p o rch lig ht, they ran , an d 
he g av e chase, bu t n ev er bo thered 
to in ­ 
v o lv e u s. A descrip tio n wo u ld hav e 
help ed,” Ko hles said. 
“Peo p le hav e to wan t to g et in v o lv ed, 
that’s all there is to it,” Ko hles said. “We 
will keep all in fo rmatio n in strict 
con­ 
fiden ce an d wo n ’t fo rce an y bo dy 
to 
testify if they do n ’t wan t 
to. They just 
hav e to help u s.”

CB's Latest Target Of Thieves

Approximately 70 citizen's band radios 


*" *** ta the city of Lincoln 


"They're taken from can, pickup and 


semi-tracks, no matter «tMre they are, no 
matter what time of day or niftat," accor- 
dinf to Lincoln Police Detective Richard 
Kohle*. 


Kohte has been given the seemingly 


impossible task of trying to figure out 
where the radios are going, a challenge 
he's faced since July. 


"We noticed a rash of CB thefts in April 


and May," Kohles said. "They're about as 
common now as car tape player thefts 
were several yean ago. Everybody has to 
have one." 


Through August there were 127 radios 


reported stolen in Lincoln alone, Kohles 
said, and that amounts to a cash value of 
127,000. "These things aren't cheap. Most 
of the better ones sell for well over 1100," 
he added. 


"The radios have disappeared from 


public parking tots, lots at factories, even 
from some person's driveways in front of 
their houses," be explained. "Some of 
them were just laying on the front seat 
and hadn't even been bolted in yet." 


The problem has reached such propor- 


tions that several groups of radio 
enthusiasts and the Lincoln Police 
Department sponsored a clinic for CB 
owners several weeks ago. They en- 
couraged those who buy radios to record 
the serial numbers of all their equipment. 


"Some models have the serial number 


on a tag which can he peeled off. One 
model hts the number inside the radio, 
but until lately, people hadn't taken the 
time to check on the numben," Kohles 
said. 


"In July, one about one out of 12 of the 


radios reported rtolen had serial numbers 
recorded by the owners. Today that 
figure has increased to about one ID five," 
be added. 


What can be done to curb the thefts? 
"Ideally, people should buy models 


which can be removed from the car and 
taken inside with them or locked in the 
trunk," Kohles said. "There are such 
models available, and for the serious 
radio owner the extra investment would 
be well worth it." 


"Simply locking the car doesn't always 


work since most of. the thieves seem to 
think nothing about smashing out a win- 
dow to get to the inside," Kohles said. 


"A pretty- good idea is to engrave the 


owner's Social Security number on the 
radio, or the regular serial number," he 
suggested. "We can get the serials on the 
National Crime Information Computer 
and they may possibly show up in some 
other city if they have been fenced 
there." 


What about insurance on CB 


equipment? 


"Only a few companies will offer such 


coverage, although there is talk about a 
$50 or $100 deductible policy in the works 
that might be offered by 1977." 


One national radio commentator has 


said that he estimate* than is a CB in 
about one of every 10 veUdai on the road 
today. 


"Somebody out there is selling radios 


at a pretty cheap price," Kohles said. "At 
that rate I would expect the market to be 
saturated in pretty short order, but 
somebody will always buy a bargain. 
That's human nature, whether the item is 
'hot' or not." 


One area of cooperation which could 


help solve the CB thefts, as well as other 
property losses, is that of citizen involve- 
ment, Kohles said. 


"If we could get people to use their 


eyes and ears and let us know what is 
happening, maybe we could start solving 
some of these thefts," he said. "People 
just don't want to get involved." 


Approximately 38% of the reported 


thefts are listed as "no suspects, no 
descriptions," when reports are filed. 
"Sometimes there are no reports filed at 
all," Kohles noted, relating a case he had 
heard from another party. 


"Apparently this guy was awakened by 


noises hi front of his house and looked out 
front and saw two men hi his van. He 
turned on the porch light, they ran, and 
he gave chase, but never bothered to in- 
volve us. A description would have 
helped," Kohles said. 


"People have to want to get involved, 


that's all there is to it," Kohles said. "We 
will keep all information hi strict con- 
fidence and won't force anybody to 
testify if they don't want to. They just 
nave to help us."

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Simants Bound Over For Murder

So uthea st Nebra ska Burea u 
No rth Platte — After nearly fo u r 
ho u rs o f testimo ny , o n which an u n­ 
p recedented “gag o rder” was imp o sed 
against news co v erage, Erwin Charles 
Simants was bo u nd o v er to Linco ln 
Co u nty District Co urt Wednesda y 
after­ 
no o n to stand trial o n six co u nts o f first 
degree mu rder. 


Co u nty Ju dg e Ro nald A. Ru ff ru led 
that there was “p ro bable cau se” to try 
the 29-y ear-o ld defendant. Maintaining 
the same o u tward calm as in two 
p rev io u s co u rt ap p earances, Simants 
was handcu ffed and immediately 
retu rned to jail. 
Citing the “magnitu de” o f the case, 
which inv o lv ed the slay ing o f six 
members o f a Su therland family , Ru ff 
refu sed to set a bo nd. Sho t to death Oct. 
18 were Mr. and Mrs. Henry Kellie, 
their 32-y ear-o ld so n Dav id and three 
grandchildren. 


“The o nly thing I can say is that six 
p erso ns are dead, three o f them 
children,” stated the ju dge. 
Early in the hearing , amended 
charges were filed alleging that the six 
mu rders were in co nnectio n with “the 
p erp etratio n o f o r attemp t to p erp etrate 
a sex u al assau lt.” The co mp laint did no t 
sp ecify which o f the six p erso ns killed 
may hav e been v ictims o f the alleged 
sex crime. 
The p reliminary hearing saw nine 
witnesses called, tho u gh u nder the 
ju dg e’s restrictio ns no ne o f their 
testimo ny can be rep o rted. Ru ff 
resp o nded to a jo int mo tio n o f the 
p ro secu tio n and defense to ban 
co v erage, tho u gh he did deny a fu rther 
defense req u est that the case be clo sed 
to the p u blic as well. 
Meanwhile, the Media o f Nebraska, a 
co alitio n o f p rint and bro adcast news 
o rganizatio ns, anno u nced its intent to 
step into the issu e. It is anticip ated that 
atto rney s will file so me ty p e o f actio n 


Thu rsday in Linco ln Co u nty District 
Co u rt. 
Ju dg e Ru ff indicated that his restric­ 
tio ns wo u ld remain in effect “u ntil 
mo dified o r rescinded by a higher 
co u rt.” The ban also fo rbids co u rt o f­ 
ficials, lawmen, witnesses o r any p er­ 
so ns at the hearing fro m “disseminating 
in any fo rm” the ev idence p resented. 


Haro ld Kay , a No rth Platte atto rney 
rep resenting the media, said the restric­ 
tio n is believ ed to be the first ev er in­ 
v o ked in Nebraska co u rts. Jo e R. 
Seacrest, Linco ln Jo u rnal edito r who 
help ed dev elo p the 1970 Nebraska Bar- 
Press Gu idelines, said the o rder v io lates 
bo th their wo rd and sp irit. 
In anno u ncing his o rder, the ju dge 
said “this was p ro bably the to u ghest 
ju dicial decisio n I hav e had to make in 
my relativ ely y o u ng life.” He ex p lained 
that a significant influ ence was “the 
reaso nable likeliho o d that it wo u ld be 
difficu lt o r imp o ssible to imp anel an im- 


p artial ju ry ’ 
rep o rted. 
“The right o f a free p ress mu st be 
su bserv ient to the right o f the accu sed 
o f a fair trial,” he stated.

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Simants Bound Over For Murder Trial

North Plate - After newly four 


hours of testimony, on which to un- 
precedented "gig order" was impoied 
against news coverage, Erwin Charles 
Simants was bound over to Lincoln 
County District Court WedMd* after- 
noon to stand trial on ita counts of first 
degree murder. 


County Judge Ronald A. Ruff ruled 


that there was "probable cause" to try 
the ^year-old defendant. Maintaining 
the same outward calm as in two 
previous court appearances, Simants 
was handcuffed and immediately 
returned to Jail. 


Citing the "magnitude" of the caw, 


which involved the slaying of six 
members of a Sutherland family, Ruff 
refused to set a bond. Shot to death Oct. 
18 were Mr. and Mrs. Henry KeUie, 
their 32-year-old son David and three 
grandchildren. 


"The only thing I eantay is that lit 


persons are dead, three of them 
children," stated the Judge. 


Early in the hearing, amended 


charges were filed alleging that the six 
murders were hi connection with "the 
perpetration of or attempt to perpetrate 
a senal twult." The complaint did not 
specify which of the six persons killed 
may have been victims of the alleged 
sex crime. 


The preliminary hearing law tine 


witnesses called, though under the 
judge's restrictions none of their 
testimony can be reported. Ruff 
responded to a joint motion of the 
prosecution and defense to ban 
coverage, though he did deny a further 
defense request that the case be closed 
to the public as well.

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By DICK HOLMAN 
Star Staff Writer 
The University of Nebraska 
Foundation executive com­ 
mittee has voted unanimously to 
decline a ll proposals in 
Southeast Nebraska Technical 
Community College (SeTech) 
negotiations to acquire defunct 
Pershing College in Beatrice. 
Flavel A. Wright, NU Founda­ 
tion Board chairman, said 
Wednesday committee members 
decided they did not have the 
authority to enter into a lease 
from the Southeast Community 
College. 
A Lincoln attorney, Wright 
said foundation officers also 
raised the question of 
transferring the Pershing deed 
directly to SeTech. But he 
reported they felt the foundation 
should operate only as 
chartered, to benefit NU. To 
offer Pershing as a gift to 
SeTech “wouldn’t be in our 
authority” either, he said. 
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Wright said the committee 
directed Foundation President 
Harry Haynie “ to bring the 
matter to the (NU) Board of 
Regents,” to seek a resolution 
on whether they have “any in­ 
tention for use of the property, 
and if not, that it be sold to the 
highest bidder.” 
Wright said insurance ap­ 
praisers put a $3.1 million value 
on the 70-acre Beatrice campus, 
five buildings and their contents. 
The committee met Tuesday 
morning. A source told The Lin­ 
coln Star the SeTech board knew 
of the foundation decisions and 
discussed the lease rejection in 
closed session Tuesday after­ 
noon. 
But in the public session, 
SeTech Board Facilities Com­ 
mittee Chairman Gary Carstens 
of Beatrice said, “There isn’t 
anything of substance to report” 
and that negotiations would con- 
tinue. Haynie, questioned 
Tuesday evening, said the 
executive committee had taken 
no new action that morning. 
Wright said the lease con­ 


sidered but rejected Tuesday by 
the foundation would have 
billed SeTech $10,000 a year for 
five years, $100 annually for the 
next 20 years, and $100 for an­ 
nual renewal options thereafter. 
SeTech Can Still Bid 
Now, if the SeTech board still 
wants Pershing, “ They certainly 
would be entitled to come in as a 
bidder,” Wright said. “ But 
whatever arrangements we 
make,” he noted, must “present 
fair value of the property.” 
Wright said foundation of­ 
ficers set no price tag on 
Pershing, which they accepted 
debt-free for $1 last December. 
It was founded in 1966 and has 
been vacant since it went 
bankrupt in 1971. 
“Our intention is to first see if 
we can develop some purchaser 
who will accept it as a unit,” 
Wright said. He noted it would 
be “ ideal if we could find 
somebody that would operate it 
as an educational institution” or 
in related use. 
The SeTech board was 
negotiating to lease Pershing,

SeTech estimated renovation 
to reopen Pershing would cost 
$220,000 (the Beatrice communi­ 
ty offered to raise $50,000). But 
the total of the board’s tentative 
commitment was only 8% of 
Pershing's value. 
The foundation’s decisions ap­ 
parently put the only remaining 
alternative, to buy Pershing, out 
of SeTech reach. The board last 
July determined it couldn’t af­ 
ford a $2 million sale price, 
which Area President Robert S. 
Eicher said Haynie mentioned 
privately. 
NU President D. B. Varner 
and Eicher were both out of 
Nebraska Wednesday, and 
SeTech Board Chairman Robert 
Wekesser was also unavailable 
for comment on possible reac­ 
tions to the foundation’s latest 
moves. 
Wright said he expects the 
Pershing question to be placed 
on the November regents agen­ 
da. His law firm is retained as 
the NU board counsel. 
“Conceivably, we could deed 
it to the regents,” Wright 


pointed out. As Pershing 
trustees, Beatrice bankers W. W. 
Cook Jr. and W. W. Cook Sr. 
offered the campus free to NU in 
June 1974. But when no im­ 
mediate use could be justified, 
the foundation took temporary 
title while NU offered it to 
SeTech. 
Legislative Action Possible 
“If the Legislature would say 
to the regents they’d approve a 
transfer of this property” from 
NU to SeTech, then “ we’d 
cooperate, if we still had it 
available at that time,” Wright 
said

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But the foundation “ won’t 
hold it indefinitely, on that 
possibility,” he said. State law 
requires NU to hold public 
hearings before it may transfer 
property of Pershing’s value. 
Meanwhile, the Legislature 
Education Committee has set 
November hearings on SeTech’s 
vote to negotiate for Pershing 
and if acquired, to close its 34- 
year-old Fairbury campus. 
And a Lancaster District Court 
hearing is set Nov. 6 on a peti­ 
tion filed by Fletcher Peters of 
Fairbury to block SeTech’s 
acquisition or lease of Pershing.

The University of Nebraska 


Foundation executive com- 
mittee has voted unanimously to 
decline all proposals in 
Southeast Nebraska Technical 
Community College (SeTech) 
negotiations to acquire defunct 
Penning College in Beatrice. 


Flavel A. Wright, NU Founda- 


tion Board chairman, said 
Wednesday committee meraben 
decided they did not have the 
authority to enter into a lease 
from, the Southeast Community 
College. 


A Lincoln attorney, Wright 


said foundation officers also 
raised the question of 
transferring the Penhing deed 
directly to SeTech. But he 
reported they felt the foundation 
should operate only as 
chartered, to benefit NU. To 
offer Penhing as a gift to 
SeTech "wouldn't be in our 
authority" either, he said. 
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Wright said the committee 


directed Foundation President 
Harry Haynie "to bring the 
matter to the (NU) Board of 
Begents," to seek a resolution 
on whether they have "any in- 
tention for use of the property, 
and if not, that it be sold to the 
highest bidder." 


Wright said insurance ap- 


praisers put a $3.1 million value 
on the 70-acre Beatrice campus, 
five buildings and their contents. 


The committee met Tuesday 


morning. A source told The Lin- 
coln Star the SeTech board knew 
of the foundation decisions and 
discussed the lease rejection in 
closed session Tuesday after- 
noon. 


But in the public session, 


SeTech Board Facilities Com- 
mittee Chairman Gary Cantens 
of Beatrice said, "There isn't 
anything of substance to report" 
and that negotiations would con- 
Untie. Haynie, questioned 
Tuesday evening, said the 
executive committee had taken 
no new action that morning. 


Wright said the lease con- 


but rejected Tuesday by 


the foundation would have 
billed SeTech $10,000 a year for 
five yean, $100 annually for the 
next 20 yean, and $100 for an- 
nual renewal options thereafter. 


SeTech CM Still Bid 


Now, if the SeTech board still 


wants Penhing, "They certainly 
would be entitled to come hi as a 
bidder," Wright said. "But 
whatever arrangements we 
make," he noted, must "present 
fair value of the property." 


Wright said foundation of- 


ficers set no price tag on 
Pershing, which they accepted 
debt-free for $1 last December. 
It was founded hi 1966 and has 
been vacant since it went 
bankrupt in 1971. 


"Our intention is to fint see if 


we can develop some purchaser 
who will accept it as a unit," 
Wright said. He noted it would 
be "ideal if we could find 
somebody that would operate it 
as an educational institution" or 
in related use.

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Blood Collection

vice throughout the United 
States.” 
“The question is, ‘Is it right to 
make a profit by selling human 
blood?’ I don’t think it is any 
more than it would be for selling 
kidneys or corneas,” he said. 
However, some African 
nations raise money by expor­ 
ting plasma, Polesky said, and 
one New York City blood bank 
imports 80,000 units of blood a 
year from Switzerland and Ger­ 
many. 
Most blood exporting nations 
have efficient methods of blood 
collection. In Switzerland, for 
example, every male is a 
member of the Swiss army and 
can be required to donate blood 
once a year, he said. 
In the United States, the 
motivation is “not as good as it 
can be—people take for granted 
that it (blood) will be there when 
they need it,” he said. 
Polesky said seven to nine 
million units of blood are 
transfused in the United States 
each year, making seven to nine 
million individual donations 
necessary. 


About half the population 
(usually those between 17 and 65 
years old with good health) are 
potential donors, he said, and 
about half of those who donate 
give more than once. 
W hile refined surgical 
techniques have lessened blood 
use during surgery, blood needs 
keep going up, Polesky said, and 
they are not likely to be met syn­ 
thetically in the near future.

that it (blood) will be there when 
they need it," he said. 


Polesky said seven to nine 


million units of blood are 
transfused hi the United States 
each year, making seven to nine 
million individual donations 
necessary. 


About half the population 


(usually those between 17 and 65 
years old with good health) are 
potential donors, he said, and 
about half of those who donate 
give more than once. 


While refined surgical 


techniques have lessened blood 
use during surgery, blood needs 
keep going up, Polesky said, and 
they are not likely to be met syn- 
thetically in the near future.

Weed Controller 
Fights For Rights

Nebraska City — At a time when ranchers and farmers are 
winding up another season of battling weeds in their fields, 
David Huffman of rural Lancaster County says he has just begun 
to fight. 


His fight is for the^ight to control his weeds as he sees fit. 
T he cattleman was released from jail T uesday after serving 
16 days for refusing to pay a fine. T hat was his penalty for failing 
to control noxious weeds in his 480-acre pasture in western Otoe 
County. 


“The Huff mans came to this country in 1630 looking for 
freedom,” he said. ‘‘It’s kind of a shame that I’m sitting in jail 
fighting dictatorship at the start of the country’s bicentennial.” 


Besides giving up the right to decide how his operation 
should be run, Huffman said, he would lose about $28,000 a year 
if he used his pasture the way Otoe County ordered him to. 
Ironically, Huffman is a member of the weed board in Lan­ 
caster County, where most of his 1,400-acre cattle business is 
located between Crete and Denton. 
He ran for the board seven years ago, he said, because he 
thought the weed law gave state government too much control 
over farmers and ranchers. 
When the 1975 Legislature strengthened that law through 
LB14, Huffman decided his cause would have to lead him to jail. 
LB14 gives the state agriculture director authority to certify 
one or more superintendents in each county to ensure that weed 
control laws are observed. T he superintendent, through the 
county board, has the right to instruct farmers on how to control 
weeds, including spraying, cultivation methods and the types of 
livestock that can be kept. 
Ultimately, the superintendent has authority to charge the 
farmer for weed control measures deemed necessary and to put 
a lien against the property if the farmer refuses to pay. 
LB14 encountered little opposition from agriculturalists and 
passed easily on a 404 vote. 
Huffman says that as far as he knows he is the only person 
fighting the law and that some farmers and ranchers are 
vehemently opposed to his position. 


‘‘If you are against dictatorship, I guess maybe you are a 
crackpot,' he said. ‘‘Maybe I’m wrong, but what else do you call 
a director who can do anything, including selling out my land?” 
C. V. Keller, chairman of the Lancaster County Weed Con­ 
trol Board, says he has discussed with two board members the 
possibility of malfeasance charges against Huffman. ‘‘T he 
problem here is that we would prefer Dave to retire from the 
board because of his views.”

Nebraska-Lincoln, where he is a freshman studying for a law 
degree that he hopes will better equip him to fight big govern- 
ment. 


If he can find a buyer, Huffman said, he will sell his land in 


Otoe County and might get out of the cattle business entirely. 


His fight has been hard on his wife and three young 


children, he said, but he will do only one thing differently if he is 
fined again. "I'll have a jury trial on the next one," he said.

Wheat Sales Impact Dismissed 
Omaha (AP)— If the price of a 


loaf of bread goes up later this 
year, the increase will have 
nothing to do with the sale of 
American wheat to the Soviet 
Union, according to William C.

food prices. A joint Economic 


Committee study released 
Monday said the purchase of 9.8 
million metric tons of grain by 
Russia in July would add 1% to 
consumer food prices through 
next September. 


Metz didn't appear overly con- 


cerned about the U.S.-Soviet 
agreement about the forcing 
bread prices up, although he said 
that food prices in general might 
increase. 


"I don't see any direct impact 


right now of the wheat market or 
flour market on the price of 
bread," said Metz, head of the 
Sioux City, Iowa firm. 


Metz said he believed the 


agreement already has been 


taken into consideration in the 
commodity market. He noted 
the price of wheat was at $4.11 a 
bushel Tuesday, compared with 
$5.02 a bushel a year ago. 
, He said, "That doesn't mean 
there is no justification fro an in- 
crease in the price of bread 
because other cost factors in- 
volved in the cost of bread are 
risig and rising rapidly." 


He said the costs of energy, 


natural gas and gasoline in par- 
ticular, have been increasing. 


"Between now and the end of 


the year, it is conceivable we will 
see an increase in the price of 
bread," he said.

The biggest stumbling block to

Yet mortality statistics say that 
, he probably won't be around to 
support you forever. 


But if a man loves his wife, 


and truly seeks her welfare, he 
should welcome the opportunity 
to give her her own funds. It will 
. help her after his death, when 
the pension shrinks; it assures 
the family ready cash if, when he 
dies, his money is temporarily 
tied up; it may save on estate 
taxes, by getting money out of 
his name or out of joint names; 
and it builds up a savings pool 
that can make life easier for both 
of them in their old age. 


Perhaps most important, it 


can make a happy wife even hap- 
pier. She knows that in an 
emergency she has something of 
her own. In return for her labor 
in the home, that is the least she 
deserves.

Aflato x in has been kno wn to 
cause cancer in labo rato ry 
animals. Farmers and grain 
dealers hav e been alarmed by 
rumo rs that this fall’s co m cro p 
may co ntain the fungus. 
Dav id Wy so ng, ex tensio n 
patho lo gist, said NU researchers 
hav e receiv ed 36 co m samples 
during the past two day s fro m 
sev eral large grain elev ato rs in 
eastern Nebraska, including the 
large Far-Mar-Co elev ato r at 
Linco ln. 
The co m had been rejected at 
the elev ato rs because \i 
fluo resced under ultrav io let'o r 
“ black” light, which can be an 
indicatio n o f the presence o f 
aflato x in. Ho wev er, abo ut a 
do zen o ther things glo w the 
same co lo r under black light, 
researchers hav e po inted o ut. 
Dr. Wy so ng said preliminary 
black-light screening by NU 
researchers indicated o nly 19 o f 
the 3 6 co m samples glo wed the 
characteristic greenish co lo r un­ 
der black lights. 
Therefo re, 17 o f the suspect 
samples were eliminated im­ 
mediately because they glo wed 
the wro ng co lo r. 
Of the 19 sam ple that 
fluo resced the pro per co lo r, just 
six hav e been tested chemicaUy 
so far, Wy so ng .said, and no 
aflato x in was detected. Results 
o f the o ther 13 tests sho uld be 
av ailable Thursday , 
Based o n these preliminary 
results, Benjamin Do upnik said 
he has “ no reaso n to suspect the 
(aflato x in) pro blem is wo rse this 
y ear than it has been the past 
sev eral y ears.” 
Besides the Univ ersity o f 
Nebraska ‘results, 12 o ther tests 
o n Nebraska co m had been co m­ 
pleted as o f Wednesday . Of 
tho se, aflato x in at a lev el greater 
than 15 parts per billio n had 
been detected in o nly two 
samples and tho se samples may 
undergo further tests at a U.S. 
Dept, o f Agriculture labo rato ry 
in Mary land. 


Under Fo o d and Drug Ad­ 
ministratio n guidelines, if the 
cancer-causing agent is dis­ 
co v ered in grain at a rate greater 
than 2 0 parts per billio n, it can­ 
no t be fed to either humans o r 
animals and the FDA has 
autho rity to seize that grain. 


Do upnik said the NU tests in­ 
dicate many lo cal elev ato rs are 
using ultrav io let light inco rrectly 
because the users are no t trained 
pro perly . Many o f the grain 
shipments hav e been rejected 
falsely because o f misreadings, 
he said. 
He adv ised farmers with 
rejected grain to ho ld it o r sto re 
it in a bin separate fro m go o d 
co rn 
until 
misunderstandings 
can be cleared up. 
“ I think the situatio n has 
co o led o ff, just since Mo nday ,” 
he added. 
Meanwhile, fro m his research 
headquarters in Athens, Ga., Dr, 
Alex Key l said he thinks “ the 
who le thing is ridiculo us.” 
Dr. Key l has been do ing 
research o n the affects o f 
aflato x in in animals fo r mo re 
than 10 y ears. 


He said he has fed cattle grain 
co ntaining as much aflato x in as 
1,0 0 0 parts per billio n with no ill 
effects and he o ffered to “ eat all 
the Nebraska beef fed 1,0 0 0 
parts per billio n y o u send me,” 
“ As far as I’m co ncerned,” he 
said, “ it’s a po litical and legal 
matter,” no t a health hazard.

Aflatoxin

No aflatoxin was found in six 


samples of Nebraska com tested 
this week at University of 
Nebraska 
laboratories, 


researchers 
announced 


Wednesday. 


Aflatoxin has been known to 


cause cancer in laboratory 
animals. Farmers and grain 
dealers have been alarmed by 
rumors that this fall's corn crop 
may contain the fungus. 


David Wysong, extension 


pathologist, said NU researchers 
have received 36 corn samples 
during the past two days from 
several large grain elevators in 
eastern Nebraska, including the 
large Far-Mar-Co elevator at 
Lincoln. . 


The corn had been rejected at 


the elevators because it 
fluoresced under ultraviolet'or 
"black" light, which can be an 
indication of the presence of 
aflatoxin. However, about a 
dozen other things glow the 
same color under black light, 
researchers have pointed out. 


Dr. Wysong said preliminary 


black-light screening by NU 
researchers indicated only 19 of 
the 36 corn samples glowed the 
characteristic greenish color un- 
der black lights. 


Therefore, 17 of the suspect 


samples were eliminated im- 
mediately because they glowed 
the wrong color. 


Of the 19 sample that 


fluoresced the proper color, just 
six have been tested chemically 
so far, Wysong said, and no 
aflatoxin was detected. Results 
of the other 13 tests should be 
available Thursday. 


Based on these preliminary 


results, Benjamin Doupmk said 
he has "no reason to suspect the 
(aflatoxin) problem is worse this 
year than it has been the past 
several years." 


Besides the University of 


Nebraska 'results, 12 other tests 
on Nebraska corn had been com- 
pleted as of Wednesday. Of 
those, aflatoxin at a level greater 
than 15 parts per billion had 
been detected in only two 
samples and those samples may 
undergo further tests at a U.S. 
Dept. of Agriculture laboratory 
in Maryland. 


Under Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration guidelines, if the 
cancer-causing agent is dis- 
covered in grain at a rate greater 
than 20 parts per billion, it can- 
not be fed to either humans or 
animals and the FDA has 
authority to seize that grain. 


Doupmk said the NU tests in- 


dicate many local elevators are 
using ultraviolet light incorrectly 
because the users are not trained 
properly. Many of the grain 
shipments have been rejected 
falsely because of misreadings, 
he said.

rejected grain to hold it or store 
it in a bin separate from good 
corn until misunderstandings 
can be cleared up.

Reds Capture Series 


BOSTON (AP) — Joe Morgan 
snapped a World Series-long 
slump and the Cincinnati Reds 
snapped a 35-year championship 
drought Wednesday night, 
beating the Boston Red Sox with 
a dramatic come-from-behind 4- 
3 victory in the seventh and final 
game of baseball’s October 
classic. 
Morgan drove in the winning 
run with a two-out single in the 
ninth inning, climaxing a come­ 
back that began with a two-run 
homer by Tony Petez in the sixth 
inning and continued with Pete 
Rose’s game-tying single in the 
seventh. 
Morgan summed up the Cin­ 
cinnati baseball philosophy after 
the game, saying, “We’ve got 27 
outs to win a ball game. It 
doesn't matter how many of 
them we use—even we use 26 of 
them.” 
The Reds captured this World 
Series in a variety of ways. They 
used 26 of those outs before 
rallying with two away in the 
ninth inning of Game 2 to cap­ 
ture their first victory. Then they 
capitalized on a controversial 
call at home plate to take Game 
3. 
They won Game 5 on a pair of 
home runs by Perez and nailed 
down the Title in the deciding 
game on one of their patented 
comebacks. 
Twenty-seven times this sea­ 
son, the Reds won games in the 


ninth inning. No. 27, of course, 
was the most important because 
it made the Reds champions at 
last. 
This was essentially the same 
team that had lost the World 
Series in 1970 to Baltimore and 
on 1972 to Oakland. This time, 
the Reds—who had been col­ 
lared with the unjustified image 
of a team that couldn’t win the 
big ones—would not be denied. 
“ I’ve felt for some time that 
we’ve had the best team in 
baseball,” said Sparky Ander­ 
son, the popular manager of the 
Reds. “ We deserved this some 
time ago. It took us three tries to 
get it.” 
It seemed for a while that the 
Re d s d e s t i n e d to dis­ 
appointment again. They trailed 
3-0 until the sixth inning when 
they took advantage of a vital 
error on a potential double­ 
play ball that would have ended 
the inning. The error gave Perez 
a chance to swing and his home 
run got the Big Red Machine 
back in business. 
Perez tagged a change-up by 
Boston starter Bill Lee and had 
to supply all the power himself 
on the slow ball. But he was 
waiting for the pitch. 
“I saw him all the way,” said 
Perez. “He threw me one like 
that in the second inning. I was 
ready for it.” 
An inning later, the game was 
tied when Rose delivered his 


two-out single to center. “ I 
thought I hit the ball too hard,” 
said Cincinnati’s fiery captain, 
who was named the Series’ Most 
Valuable Player. “I was afraid it 
might be caught.” 
But it wasn’t and the tie game 
headed into the ninth inning, 
with Morgan’s single delivering 
the deciding run. 
“ A couple of years ago, I 
would have struck out on that 
pitch," said the Reds’ second 
baseman. “ But I’m a better hit­ 
ter now than I was then. I don’t 
pull off the pitch any more.” 
When the Red Sox went down 
in order in the ninth, the Reds 
were champions for the first 
time since they beat the Detroit 
Tigers in 1940—and they weren’t 
shy about it. 
“We’re the champs!” shouted 
winning pitcher Clay Carroll. 
“We’re No. 1!” 
Then Carroll reached for some 
proof of the title. “I want some 
champagne!” he roared.

Leading Tackier

“I ’ve gotten better at spotting 
the formations, under game 
pressure,” Pillen said.

But that was all in the past as 
the Links under first year coach 
Johnson came back after a first 
game loss of 9-15 to capture the 
Officials To Review 
Cause Of Pate's Death 


From News Wires 
Calgary, Alta. — The Alberta 
coroner’s office Wednesday 
called for a more detailed probe 
into the death of Tom Pate when 
an autopsy failed to determine 
whether the Hamilton Tiger 
Cats’ linebacker died of a brain 
disorder or from injuries suf­ 
fered in a Canadian Football 
League game last week. 


“ The autopsy examination did 
not produce clear conclusions as 
to the precise cause of (Pate’s) 
collapse and subsequent death,” 
a statement from Alberta cor­ 
oner Dr. John Butt said. 
“But it is hoped that upon 
further study ... by the cor­ 
oner’s office, the cause of death 
will be available in the next four 
weeks ” 
A spokesman for the coroner's 
office said once the pathologist 
com pletes his report in 
November, an attorney general’s 
review board would decide 
whether to hold an inquest into 
Pate’s death. 


Ticats’ general manager Ralph 
Sazio said the entire organization 
was “stunned by it all. It’s a very 
shocking situation and in over 30 
years of football, as a player, 
coach and general manager, I’ve 
never experienced a thing like 
this.” 


Tribute Planned 
He said some kind of tribute to 
Pate was planned for during one 
of the Tiger-Cats’ two remaining 
regular season games, a home 
and away series against the 
Toronto Argonauts in the next 
two weeks. 
Funeral arrangements were 
pending release of Pate’s body 
by Alberta authorities. He will 
be buried in Nebraska, the 
Ticats GM said. 
The 23-year-old rookie from 
Omaha died at the Calgary 
Foothills Hospital, never 
awakening from a coma which 
he lapsed into on the field Satur­ 
day during a game against the 
Calgary Stampeders. 
A fter 
he 
had 
been 
hospitalized, he started un­ 
dergoing treatment for a brain 
aneurism, described as a con­ 
genital or inherited weakness in 
the brain’s vascular system. 
Hospital spokesmen said the dis­ 
order was not related either to 
the injury or to a childhood at­ 
tack of spinal meningitis. 
Pate’s death was the second in 
CFL history. Three years ago, 
Dick Suderman of the Edmon­ 
ton Eskimos collapsed a day 
after a game and died a few 
hours later of a brain aneurism. 
Pate reportedly had been suf­ 
fering from headaches in recent 
weeks, but the Tiger Cat’s team 
doctor said there was no 
evidence linking the headaches 
with his collapse on the field 
a fte r a solid block by 
Stampeders’ fullback Rick 
Galbos. 
Pate also was knocked un­ 
conscious last year in a college 
game between his Nebraska 
team and the University of 
Wisconsin. But he played the 
next game following a medical 
examination. 


NU Years 
Pate played three seasons with 
Nebraska, but didn’t become a 
starter until his senior year, 
when he was a standout, making 
11 tackles in Nebraska’s New 
Year’s day victory over the 
University of Florida. 
He was not drafted by the 
National Football League, and 
signed with the CFL Saskatoon 
Roughriders, who released him 
just before the current season 
opened. He was picked up by the 
Ticats. 
The CFL has a life insurance 
and disability policy covering all 
its players. Pate’s family will 
receive $20,000. 
Nebraska football coach Tom 
Osborne issued the following 
statement: 
I am very sorry to her of Tom 
Pate’s death. We are always par­ 
ticularly moved when someone 
passes away at this particular 
time of his life; however, the im­ 
portant thing is not the amount 
of time that a person lives, but 
rather the quality of his life. In 
this regard, I think that Tom 
lived a very full life. 
He was an exceptional player, 
even though his ability was not 
exceptional. The contribution 
that he made to our football 
team was related primarily to 
his desire and personal commit­ 
ment — which more than made 
up for whatever physical ability 
that he might have lacked. 
Tom spent the last two 
summers that he played at 
Nebraska at a young people’s 
camp in Missouri, and told me 
that he felt that he had grown a 
good deal from the contact with 
the young people in the camp, 
and that he realized something 
of the importance of example on 
the part of athletes and other 
people that youngsters look up 
to Tom was a very fine student 
and represented our athletic 
program exceptionally well — 
both on and off the field. 
We are very sorry that he is no 
longer with us, but are quite con­ 
fident that the unpact that he 
had on those around him lives 
on. 


W F L 
Folds 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
World Football League, un­ 
able to overcome the 
backlash from its horrid first 
season, folded Wednesday in 
the 12th week of its un­ 
successful second year. 
“ Our decision not to 
proceed is due primarily to 
our collective inability to 
penetrate markets in WFL 
franchise cities,” League 
President Chris Hemmeter 
told a news conference. 
Pointing out that atten­ 
dance has fallen to an 
average of 13,300 per week, 
Hemmeter said crowds had 
dec lined 28 per cent over the 
past five weeks,” causing 
severe financial drains on 
each franchise. 
In announcing that Bir­ 
mingham and Memphis 
would petition the National 
Football League for admis­ 
sion, Hemmeter said the 
W FL’s football operations 
were being immediately ter­ 
minated. 
That apparently means 
that such WFL players as 
Larry Csonka, Paul War­ 
field, Jim Kiick and Anthony 
Davis can be immediately 
signed by the NFL teams 
holding their rights.

Officials To Review 
Cause Of Pate's Death 


From News Wires 


Calgary, Alta. — The Alberta 


coroner's office Wednesday 
called for a more detailed probe 
into the death of Tom Pate when 
an autopsy failed to determine 
whether the Hamilton Tiger 
Cats' linebacker died of a brain 
disorder or from injuries suf- 
fered in a Canadian Football 
League game last week. 


"The autopsy examination did 


not produce clear conclusions as 
to the precise cause of (Pate's) 
collapse and subsequent death," 
a statement from Alberta cor- 
oner Dr. John Butt said. 


"But it is hoped that upon 


further study... by the cor- 
oner's office, the cause of death 
will be available in the next four 
weeks." 


A spokesman for the coroner's 


office said once the pathologist 
completes his report in 
November, an attorney general's 
review board would decide 
whether to hold an inquest into 
Pate's death. 


Ticats' general manager Ralph 


Sazio said the entire organization 
was "stunned by it all. It's a very 
shocking situation and in over 30 
years of football, as a player, 
coach and general manager, I've 
never experienced a thing like 
this." 


Tribute Planned 


He said some kind of tribute to 


Pate was planned for during one 
of the Tiger-Cats' two remaining 
regular season games, a home 
and away series against the 
Toronto Argonauts in the next 
two weeks. 


Funeral arrangements were 


pending release of Pate's body 
by Alberta authorities. He will 
be buried in Nebraska, the 
Ticats GM said. 


The 23-year-old rookie from 


Omaha died at the Calgary 
Foothills Hospital, never 
awakening from a coma which 
he lapsed into on the field Satur- 
day during a game against the 
Calgary Stainpeders. 


After 
he liad 
been 


hospitalized, he started un- 
dergoing treatment for a brain 
aneurism, described as a con- 
genital or inherited weakness in 
the brain's vascular system. 
Hospital spokesmen said the dis- 
order was not related either to 
the injury or to a childhood at- 
tack of spinal meningitis. 


Pate's death was the second in 


CFL history. Three years ago, 
Dick Suderman of the Edmon- 
ton Eskimos collapsed a day 
after a game and died a few 
hours later of a brain aneurism. 


Pate reportedly had been suf- 


fering from headaches in recent 
weeks, but the Tiger Cat's team 
doctor said there was no 
evidence Unking the headaches 
with his collapse on the field 
after a solid block by 
Stampeders' fullback Rick 
Galbos. 


Pate also was knocked un- 


conscious last year in a college 
game between his Nebraska 
team and the University of 


f Wisconsin. But he played the 
next game following a medical 
examination. 


NU Years 


Pate played three seasons with 


Nebraska, but didn't become a 
starter until his senior year, 
when he was a standout, making 
11 tackles in Nebraska's New 
Year's day victory over the 
University of Florida. 


He was not drafted by the 


National Football League, and 
signed with the CFL Saskatoon 
Roughriders, who released him 
just before the current season 
opened. He was picked up by the 
Ticats. 


The CFL has a life insurance 


and disability policy covering all 
its players. Pate's family will 
receive $20,000. 


Nebraska football coach Tom 


Osborne issued the following 
statement: 


I am very sorry to her of Tom 


Pate's death. We are always par- 
ticularly moved when someone 
passes away at this particular 
time of his life; however, the im- 
portant thing is not the amount 
of time that a person lives, but 
rather the quality of his life. In 
this regard, I think that Tom 
lived a very full life. 


He was an exceptional player, 


•even though his ability was not 
exceptional. The contribution- 
mat he made to our football 
team was related primarily to 
his desire and personal commit- 
ment — which more than made 
up for whatever physical ability 
that he might have lacked. 


Tom spent the last two 


summers that he played at 
Nebraska at a young people's 
camp in Missouri, and told me 
that he felt that he had grown a 
good deal from the contact with 
the young people in the camp, 
and that he realized something. 
of the importance of example on 
the part of athletes and other 
people that youngsters look up 
to Tom was a very fine student 
and represented our athletic 
program exceptionally well — 
both on and off the field,

' We are very sorry mat he is no 
longer with us, but are quite con- 
fident that the impact that he 
had on those around him lives 
on. 


WFL 
Folds 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 


World Football League, un- 
able to overcome the 
backlash from its hornd first 
season, folded Wednesday in 
the 12th week of its un- 
successful second year 


"Our decision not to 


proceed is due primarily to 
our collective inability to 
penetrate markets in WFL 
franchise cities," League 
President Chns Hemmeter 
told a news conference. 


Pointing out that atten- 


dance has fallen to an 
average of 13,300 per week, 
Hemmeter said crowds had 
declined 28 per cent over the 
past five weeks," causing 
severe financial drains on 
each franchise. 


In announcing that Bir- 


mingham and Memphis 
would petition the National 
Football League for admis- 
sion, Hemmeter said the 
WFL's football operations 
were being immediately ter- 
minated. 


That apparently means 


that such WFL players as 
Larry Csonka, Paul War- 
field, Jim Kiick and Anthony 
Davis can be immediately 
signed by the NFL teams 
holding their rights.

Althou gh 
the women’s basketball team 
won their competition, their 
gold does not become official u n­ 
til the final game of the rou nd 
robin tou rnament. 
The dou ble gold, the first of 
the games, was awarded to Ann 
Carr of Philadelphia and 
RoxAnne Pierce of Kensington, 
Md., whey they finished with 
identical scores of 18.550 in the 
u neven parallel bars. 
Miss Carr 18, winner of the 
overall competition earlier in the 
week, also took the Balanced 
Beam with 18.725 points and 
the floor exercises with 18.725 
for her fou rth gold medal. Collen 
Casey of St. Pau l won the Horse 
Vau lt with a score of 18.725. 
In the Olympic Pool, the U.S. 


scored sweeps in two of the fou r 
individu al events, while the 800 
meter men’s relay team won by 
a half-pool length in 7:50.76.

Heddy 
of Su mmit, 
N.J., won her third gold medal 
of the Games when she won the 
400 meter freestyle in 4:23.00 to 
go with earlier wins in the 200 
and 400 individu al medley.

Heddy Continues 
U.S. Domination 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - 


United States athletes won 13 of 
15 gold medals a w a r d e d 
Wednesday at the Pan Ameri- 
can Games with the women's 
gymnastics team sweeping all 12 
medals, including a double gold 
in the uneven parallel bars, and 
the swimming team winning all 
its five finals. 


At the end of the day the U.S. 


had won an official 87 gold 
medals, just two short of the 
pace the team set at Cali, Colom- 
bia, four years ago. Although 
the women's basketball team 
won their competition, their 
gold does not become official un- 
til the final game of the round 
robin tournament: 


The double gold, the first of 


the games, was awarded to Ann 
Carr of Philadelphia and 
RoxAnne Pierce of Kensington, 
Md., whey they finished with 
identical scores of 18.550 in the 
uneven parallel bars. 


Miss Carr 18, winner of the 


overall competition earlier in the 
week, also took the Balanced 
Beam with 18.725 points and 
the floor exercises with 18.725 
for her fourth gold medal. Collen 
Casey of St. Paul won the Horse 
Vault with a score of 18.725. 


In the Olympic Pool, the U.S. 


scored sweeps in two of the four 
individual events, while the 800 
meter men's relay team won by 
a half-pool length in 7:50.76. 


Kathy Heddy of Summit, 


N.J., won her third gold medal 
of the Games when she won the 
400 meter freestyle in 4:23.00 to 
go with earlier wins in the 200 
and 400 individual medley. 


Miss Heddy, 17, said, "I'm 


relieved it's all over. It's been a 
long, long season." She won a 
gold medal in the 200 medley at 
tiie world championships at Cali, 
Colombia, three months ago and 
has been in virtual non-stoping 
training for the last 12 months. 


The women's b a s k e t b a l l 


team, coming to the Games off 
an eighth place finish in the 
world championships in Colom- 
bia; clinched the gold medal 
with the 74-48 defeat of Colom- 
bia. It was the fourth triumph in 
six tries for the U.S. club but the 
first since 1963 at Sao Paulo, 
Brazil. 


In the one gold medal that got 
away, Canada's Janet Nutter, 
20, upset world champion Janet 
Ely of Richardson, Tex., to 
win the women's platform 
diving with a score of 465.01 
points to Miss Ely's 360.48.

KANSAS CITY (AP) - Mis- 
souri is putting on the big aerial 
show in Big Eight Conference 
football. 
The Tigers, who finished sixth 
in league passing in 1974, have 
taken a wide lead with an aver­ 
age of 199.3 yards a game. Mis­ 
souri has completed 75 ot 136 
tosses for 1,196 yards. Nebraska, 
which tops all four defensive 
categories, is second in passing 
with a 152-yard game average 
and Colorado third with 115.5. 
Colorado is out front in total 
offense, gaining 2,441 yards on 
484 plays for an average of 406 8 
yards a game. Behind the Buffs 
are Nebraska, 399 yards, and 
Missouri. 382.8. 
Oklahoma leads the other two 
offensive departments. The 
Sooners have rushed 405 times 
for 1.790 yards, barely topping 
Kansas with a 298.3-yard game 
average. Kansas has an average 
of 298 yards and Colorado 291.3.

The Buffs have 
averaged 31.2 points and Ne­ 
braska 31. 
Nebraska dominates defense 
in all four areas for the second 
consecutive week. The Buskers 
have limited their six foes to 664 
yards on 249 rushes and to an 


average of 110.7 yards. Ok­ 
lahoma's average is 129.3 yards 
and Colorado's 137. 
Husker opponents have been 
able to complete only 41 of 99 
passes for 496 yards or an 82.7- 
yard average. Iowa State is next, 
holding the opposition to a 85.7- 
yard average, followed by 
Missouril 96.7. 
In total defense, Nebraska has 
yielded 1,160 yards on 348 
attempts. Oklahoma, with a 
230.3-yard average, is in second 
and Kansas, with 269.8, is third.

Deaths And Funerals 


Omaha (UPl) - Attorneys for 


the government and the defense 
in the Amretcao Beef Packers 
Inc. case met privately late 
Wefajday in further attempts 
to shorten the duration of the 
week-old trial. 


The attorneys met in the 


federal grand jury room to agree 
on information from prospective 
government witnesses so they 
wouldn't have to testify.

Lee, ABP group vice president- 
cattle procurement, ABP and its 
wholly owned subsidiary, 
Beefland International Inc., 
Council Bluffs, Iowa. 


When asked before the 


meeting if any plea bargaining 
would be discussed, attorneys 
for both sides said the meeting 
would be confined to stipulating 
testimony from prospective 
witnesses, primarily cattle 
feeders. 


Plea Bargaining Bombs 


It was learned, however, a 


"trial balloon" for a plea 
bargaining proposal was "sent 
up" earlier in the trial but the 
balloon "came down about as 
quick as it went up." 


In addition, U.S. District 


Judge Robert V. Denney said 
following 
Wednesday's 


testimony he would rule on a 
defense motion to quash the 
charges at the conclusion of the 
government's presentation of 
evidence. 


In light of Wednesday's late 


meeting between the attorneys, 
just when the government would 
conclude its case was uncertain. 
At that time, however, the 
defense is expected to move 
again that Denney dismiss the 
charges because the government 
failed to back them up in its case 
presentation.

jury, denial of the corporate 
defendants' right not to be held 
for the offenses charged except 
on presentment or indictment by 
a grand jury and for denial of 
their right to due process of law. 


A grand jury which met earlier 


in the summer heard evidence in 
the American Beef case, but 
didn't reach a decision. That in- 
formation, phis additional data, 
was presented to a second grand 
jury which took two days to 
return the indictments. 


"I want to know what 


happened hi that second grand 
jury," Denney said, "and how 
they arrived at 105 charges in 
two days." 


So far 50 witnesses have been 


called since the trial began, and 
for the first time since it started, 
attorneys reached agreement 
Wednesday on stipulated 
testimony from six witnesses, 
either cattle feeders or ABP 
buyers. 


Relevancy Objections Fail 
The information that the 


witnesses were to have given 
was presented by the 
government's attorneys and 
allowed into evidence by the 
defense. The defense has con- 
tinually objected to the 
"relevancy" of most of the 
government's testimony, but 
those objections have been 
overruled by Denney. 


Charles Myers, president of 


Superior Industries of Omaha, 
testified Wednesday he told 
West "something to the effect to 
go to hell" when West asked him 
to return a $159,562.89 check 
Myers' firm received from ABP. 


Myers said West called him 


after ABP had filed bankruptcy 
and asked him to return the 
check, one of several the govern- 
ment contends was issued by 
ABP to friends and associates of 
West, while other creditors were 
left holding debts totaling more 
than $25 million. 


However, Myers said the 


check was returned to ABP at 
the advice of his attorneys 
because it was received after 
ABP filed limited bankruptcy on 
Jan. 7. 


Myers is believed to be the 


only one who received a certified 
check that returned it. He said 
ABP still owed him about $270,- 
000.
